To many readers of Profane Existence it 
must seem like the only strategy the PE collec¬ 
tive has is to sell our records and to glorify 
violence against the state, and hell, it’s partly 
true. These activities are important parts of our 
diabolical attempt to overthrow all systems of 
oppression and replace them with a world of 
free punk gigs, unlimited supplies of homebrew 
and, er, oh yeah, nonhierarchical and voluntary 
forms of political and economic organization. 
However, there’s also a bit more to the reams of 
newsprint with the smudgy ink, the thousands 
of records bought and sold, and the endless 
trips to the post office. The output of Profane 
Existence (the magazine, the records, the shirts, 
the distribution, etc.) and the way P.E. itself is 
organized (as an anarchist collective) reflect 
two key parts of an anarchist strategy we feel is 
necessary in the struggle to create a free, 
equal, and just world. 

Collectives 

Most people have a somewhat legitimate 
gripe when they say, “Anarchy’s a great idea 
but it will never work.” Anarchy won’t work now 
because people still need to build the political 
and historical conditions that make an anarchist 
society possible. Despite our dreams, we don’t 
believe an anarchist revolution will happen over¬ 
night. Call us cynical. The Spanish Revolution 
didn’t just pop out of the sky and into the 
Spanish workers and peasants’ hands; they 
built the revolution for over sixty years. Key to 
their struggle was the formation of collectives.

the third camp, but for this type of strategy to 
succeed you have to present working alterna¬ 
tives to capitalist and authoritarian Marxist forms 
of organization, alternatives that people can 
build themselves instead of join or follow. We 
think collectives are one of the most important 
alternatives anti-authoritarian revolutionaries 
should present. 

However, we don’t want to advocate just 
any kind of collective. China and the Soviet 
Union had collectives but they were either cre¬ 
ated or taken over by the state. In the Soviet 
Union, people were forced to collectivize and if 
they didn’t, Stalin starved them. That*s not the 
kind of collectivization we’re about. We’re about 
anarchist collectives — collectives that are 
voluntary, nonhierarchical, egalitarian, directly 
democratic, encourage the full participation of 
all collective members, and engage in acts of 
mutual aid with other revolutionary collectives. 
We’re not vanguardist. We fully believe the 
punk ethic of Do-It-Yourself is a revolutionary 
ethic. If you want a free society, you have to 
DIY. You have to form your own collective; 
don’t join ours. You have to work with other 
collectives while maintaining your autonomy 
instead of being recruited into a party. Mass 
struggle must be built from the ground up in a 
nonhierarchical, democratic manner. Collec¬ 
tives are an excellent way to build this kind of 
revolutionary anarchist struggle. 

This brings us to our second point. As 
important as collectives are, it’s not enough just 
to build a collective and work within it. To be a 
revolutionary collective you have to work with 
other people, other networks, and other collec¬ 
tives. In any anarchist strategy, working with 
other collectives has to be seen as just as 
important as work within the collective itself. If 
we all just work alone, we are isolated and 
weak. If we all just join together under the 
banners of “unity” and “mass struggle,” we lose 
our individuality and become just another head 
to count. However, if we work together as tight- 
knit autonomou s collectives that form networks, 
federations, and coalitions with other collec¬ 
tives, communities, individuals, networks, and 
federations, we are powerful on a mass level 
while still retaining our identity.

“Not everyone buys into the ruling 
class ideology; we just thought you should 
know,” we say. 

Further, propaganda also helps the col¬ 
lective because the criticisms we receive from 
stuff that we publish or distribute challenges us 
to defend our views and change them where 
necessary. PE has become a lot stronger due 
to the feminist and anti-racist critiques that 
revealed the straight white male attitude that 
often prevailed (and still creeps in, despite our 
best efforts) the magazine. Propaganda inevi¬ 
tably breeds criticism; the collective uses that 
criticism to grow and change. 

A lot of people criticize the magazine be¬ 
cause they say we romanticize violence and 
that we exaggerate the struggles we cover. 
They are right; we do romanticize violence 
against the state and the ruling class and we do 
sometimes exaggerate peoples’ struggles

Anarchy and Struggle 

At PE we have high hopes for people and 
this world, but we also try to be realistic. We 
don’t expect everyone in the world to join a 
collective. Some people just have to work by 
themselves, and that’s fine. More important in 
terms of anarchist strategy, though, some people 
will actively oppose the formation of collectives 
and our attempts to build a free society. This is 
why we see the revolutionary anarchist process 
as a process of struggle. 

For us, an anarchist society will develop 
out of a long and perhaps bitter struggle be¬ 
tween those who would maintain the status quo 
(the ruling class, the state, cops, racists, upper 
and some middle class people, etc.) and those 
who want to overthrow it. It will also be a 
struggle within the revolutionary movement 
between those who want to lead the revolution 
(i.e. socialists, Leninists, Maoists, and other 
powermongers) and those who want the revo¬ 
lution and the post-revolutionary society to be 
anti-authoritarian. (We could call it the struggle 
between the DIYers and the “We’ll-Do-lt-For- 
You-Or-EIse”-ers.) This is why anarchy is about 
revolution to us, not about “evolution.” “Evolu¬ 
tion toward anarchy” is a crock of liberal shit. If 
anything, humanity has devolved from a 
prehistorical state of relative freedom and au¬ 
tonomy to one of serfdom and slavery. Making 
the world anarchist by evolution is about as 
likely as humans developing a tail, and it would 
probably take about as much time to “evolve”

Romanticizing this sort of stuff 
shows people —especially people who live in 
places that are generally isolated from revolu¬ 
tionary activity— that people are struggling 
against unjust forms of powerall over the world, 
and that sometimes these people win. An 
anarchist movement needs that. We need to 
know that victories against hierarchy are pos¬ 
sible and that they do happen, even if they don’t 
lead us straight into a revolutionary situation. 

Romanticization also challenges the 
media’s claim to “objective truth” in reporting. 
We believe that the idea of objective truth is 
bullshit. History happens, but the belief that you 
can describe or interpret history exactly as it 
happened is a lie. Those who are in power are 
also those who usually get to define what is 
“true.” By romanticizing events we not only 
offer an alternative interpretation to the “truth,” 
we also challenge the ruling class and the mass 
media’s claim to a monopoly on truth. We say

For us, an anarchist society will develop 
out of a long and perhaps bitter struggle be¬ 
tween those who would maintain the status quo 
(the ruling class, the state, cops, racists, upper 
and some middle class people, etc.) and those 
who want to overthrow it. It will also be a 
struggle within the revolutionary movement 
between those who want to lead the revolution 
(i.e. socialists, Leninists, Maoists, and other 
powermongers) and those who want the revo¬ 
lution and the post-revolutionary society to be 
anti-authoritarian. (We could call it the struggle 
between the DIYers and the “We’ll-Do-lt-For- 
You-Or-Else”-ers.) This is why anarchy is about 
revolution to us, not about “evolution.” “Evolu¬ 
tion toward anarchy” is a crock of liberal shit. If 
anything, humanity has devolved from a 
prehistorical state of relative freedom and au¬ 
tonomy to one of serfdom and slavery. Making 
the world anarchist by evolution is about as 
likely as humans developing a tail, and it would 
probably take about as much time to “evolve” 
even if it was. To change the world you have to 
act on it. You have to DIY, and that means 
revolution. 

Viewing anarchy as a struggle involves 
keeping collectives alive and thriving, keeping 
revolutionary ideas alive and thriving, and not 
loving everyone: Some people are responsible 
forthe way this world is run today and they need 
to be held accountable as much as any abstract 
“(Fuck the) System” should. At PE, our anar¬ 
chist strategy is to organize and propagandize 
against the powerful and forthe creation of a 
new world built from the bottom up by the 
powerless. This requires collective forms of 
organization, intense propaganda campaigns, 
a commitment to direct democracy and against 
hierarchy, and a revolutionary demand to strip 
the power from the ruling class, by force, if 
necessary. It also requires that we have a lot of 
fun and laughs (and beers). We wouldn’t have 
it any other way. 
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RUN 'EM OUT OF TOWN 

OPERATION RESCUE ARE COMING, BUT PRO-CHOICE RADICALS ARE GRINDING OUR AXES 



Most everyone has probably heard 
by now about the murder of a doctor who 
performed abortions in Florida by a "pro¬ 
life" demonstrator. The gunman had 
prayed out loud "that Dr. Gunn [the one 
he shot) would give his life to Jesus 
Christ," at his Assembly of God church 
the Sunday before the shooting. In a 
classic example of the sick attitude that 
places fetuses above people's lives, 
particularly above the lives of wimmin, 
the leader of Rescue America, a group 
present at the demonstration where the 
doctor was shot, commented, "While 
Gunn’s death is unfortunate, it's also 
true that quite a number of babies’ lives 
will be saved." Even the anti’s them¬ 
selves only weakly deny that incidents 
like this are not isolated but a part in the 
general escalation in the war being fought 
by the religious right. And, of course, 
abortion is only a part of their white- 
supremacist, homophobic, and wimmin- 
hating agenda. 

As a part of that war, Operation 
Rescue is holding training camps, called 
IMPACT teams, to school their recruits 
in the fine arts of terrorizing and intimi¬ 
dating people who dare to try to control 
their own lives, as opposed to turning 
their bodies over to become lobotomized 
robots of the church. The first IMPACT 
team was trained in Melbourne, Florida 
this winter, where OR creeps have pick¬ 
eted homes and schools, as well as 
tracking and threatening clinic workers 
and their relatives. According to OR ads 
in X-ian magazines, Minneapolis is to be 
the lucky victim of the next IMP ACT boot 
camp, being held from June 14 to Sep¬ 
tember 3. We can expect that local 


clinics and other sites will be used as 
training grounds for these "Green Be¬ 
rets of the right-to-life movement" as 
Randall Terry, supreme jerk of OR, called 
them.

For those of you inter¬ 
ested in helping prevent OR scumbags 
from forcing their pro-forced pregnancy 
agenda on women, here's the addresses 
for the five Twin Cities clinics that still 
perform abortions. These dinics are 
likely sites of Operation Rescue activity 
and they will probably try to blockade 
some or all clinics at some point this 
summer, so call or go to the clinic near¬ 
est you and help them out if they need it:

The Robbinsdale clinic has been a 
favorite site of religious loony activity. 
Reverend Gordon Peterson and his con¬ 
gregation protest there every Saturday 
morning, as do other nutcase Christian 
groups, so it's possible that a lot of 


action will be focused there. Anti- 
choicers have also tried to bum the clinic 
down. Also, if you are interested in dinic 
defense, Planned Parenthood is orga¬ 
nizing non-vident training sessions. Call 
them at 698-2401. Although their liberal 
non-violent tactics are limited in effec¬ 
tiveness and they have no analysis of 
the state and its complicity with repro¬ 
ductive racism and far-right freaks like 
Christian anti-choice morons, Planned 
Parenthood’s training sessions offer 
valuable knowledge on clinic defense 
and they are doing important work in 
defending a woman s right to choose 
what to do with her body. If you are 
interested in a more radical response, 
Twin Cities Anarchist Federation is in¬ 
volved in a direct action pro-choice coa¬ 
lition that is devising more radical strat¬ 
egies designed to make the OR jerks 
sorry they overcame here. (TCAFalso 
is planning its own actions, as are indi¬ 
vidual anarchists.) For more info, come 
to a TCAF meeting on the first and third 
Thursday of every month at 8:00 at 
Mayday Books, 301 Cedar Ave. in the 
West Bank (call the Anarchist Hotline @ 
729-5498 for more info). OR infiltrators 
and provocateurs are absolutely not wel¬ 
come and will be dealt with accordingly. 

Lastly, the headquarters for many 
of the OR activities is at Reverend Gor¬ 
don Peterson's church (this guy is an 
absolute jerk), Calvary Temple.

On March 19, Asian activist Ken 
Choy and myself protested the Minne¬ 
sota Opera’s production of Madame 
Butterfly. Both in makeup and dresses, 
we staged a noisy die-in in the center 
aisle during the “love duet" of Act I. We 
were hauled out by three Minnesota 
Opera men and later arrested for disor¬ 
derly conduct. 

Madame Butterfly is notorious for 
its title character, an Asian womyn, com¬ 
mitting suicide after failing to attain the 
love of a white U S. serviceman. No 
better than Rambo, this racist, sexist, 
imperialist piece of “art" offends by 
dehumanizing Asians and Asian Ameri¬ 
cans, especially wimmin, and perpetu¬ 
ates the notion that Asian lives are ex¬ 
pendable. Choy and I “died" to expose 
the media stereotype that Asian deaths 
are exotic/erotic as a lie, and to say that 
the misogynist and racist values in the 
play contribute to the opression of 
Asians; in some cases, literally killing 
us. 

The opera’s president, CEO, and 
General Director (Kevin Smith) have 
responded by calling us “sleazy" while 
local reporters refer to us as "perverse 
culture cops" and say that we are “flirting 
with censorship." Yeah, right — we get 
hauled off, arrested, and are looking at 
a hefty fine and time in jail while Miss 
Saigon (a play with the same fucked up 
plot, but in Vietnam this time) is being 
brought to town. We know who the real 
censors are and what they’ll do to keep 
the status quo in place. And as far as us 
being perverse and sleazy? I guess 
they’re just scared of how an Asian 
lesbian and gay man can shake things 
up.

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Corporate-Minded 
Co-ops ' Consolidation 
Coup Crumbles! 

Co-op Worker Members, and Veggies Celebrate 





Despite a massive propaganda 
campaign, a plan by managers of five 
Twin Cities food co-ops to consoli¬ 
date their stores into one large corpo¬ 
ration failed. The consolidation’s defeat 
by co-op members was much to the de¬ 
light of grass roots activists and co-op 
workers who support a decentralized, worker- 
owned and managed, community-oriented co¬ 
op structure; and who feared that the “mega co¬ 
op" consolidation plan would have driven 
smaller co-ops out of business. 

The only two co-ops whose mem¬ 
bership voted for consolidation (The 
Wedge and Lakewinds) had no orga¬ 
nized consolidation opposition, eitherwithin 
the stores by workers or in the community. 
Consolidation was defeated in the three co¬ 
ops that had a sustained organized movement 
against it. (For consolidation to pass, three out of 
five co-ops’ membership had to vote for it.) This 
means that it’s pretty safe to say this motion was 
defeated by massive grass-roots community ac- VJ 
tion and organizing by co-op workers and activ- / 



ists. 


Organizing Against Consolidation 

Have you had trouble lately telling the differ¬ 
ence between a grocery store and a co-op? Or are 
you one of the lucky few who lives in a city with a 
real co-op? Shit, even if you are, doesn’t the fact 
that these new super co-ops still call themselves 
"co-ops” make you sick? 

Healthy eating has become chic for yuppies 
and predictably, it’s led them toward the “need" to 
buy more, demand more, complain more, find new 
ways to oppress, and, more specifically, to force 
the natural foods market to give them what they 
feel they deserve; convenience. 

Here in the Twin Cities, five of our co-ops 
tried to run away from their old ideals (or maybe 
they never rea//ybelieved in them in the first place) 
to meet the demands of these new consumers 
who have helped make them so profitable in the 
recent past. In attempting to find a way to serve 
these yuppie consumers the best they could, they 
out their competitive little minds toaothor about 


smush all five co-ops into one big corpora¬ 
tion. It would have one centralized office, an 
added layer of hierarchy, a CEO, and only 
seven board members (as opposed to the 
present 45). The plan, they hoped, would 
result in greater buying power and help them 
“serve the greatest number of consumers." 

The managers' proposal was to turn five 
already “successful" co-ops [Seward, Lake 
Winds, Mississippi Market, Valley Co-op 
and The Wedge — ed.] into one large 
legal corporation. By “legal" I mean they 
would sign a legal contract with each 
other, forfeiting each co-op’s indi¬ 
vidual identity but maintaining sepa¬ 
rate store fronts with the same names 
they have now. They believed that by 
doing this they would have greater buy¬ 
ing power (they could buy more at volume 
discounts), and use the money they saved 
to open new stores and/or expand existing 
stores. They used several baiting tech¬ 
niques to attract employees and members: 
members could shop at and receive their 
discounts at any one of these five stores, 
employees might receive better benefits, em¬ 
ployees could work at any of the five stores (if 
asked to do so), that expansion and relocation of 
stores would enhance convenience for shoppers, 
and that employees would have had opportunities 
for “advancement" in the corporation. 

It was not, however, until co-op members 
pushed for details that management admitted that 
these goals were not necessarily attainable and 
that if the new consolidated corporation didn’t 
succeed they could decide to close one or all of the 
stores. 

The consolidation plan was unappealing to 
members, workers, and community activists for 
various reasons, but one reason everyone oppos¬ 
ing consolidation agreed on was that the way in 
which the plan was presented was extremely 
undemocratic. From the very beginning manage¬ 
ment took it for granted that the plan would be 
accepted. They never once asked the simple 
question, “Do you think this would be a good 


alternative suggestions, got angry at people who 

wanted debate or discussion, and distributed fliers 
making fun of alternative ideas to consolidation. 

Another reason people were angry was that 
they were only given five months to review a very 
sketchy document before the vote. Members felt 
rushed and were told by managers that “if we don’t 
do it now we’ll probably never get a chance to do 
it again.” 

Out of the anger and resentment grew many 
groups of both members and employees of co-ops 
involved and not involved. The group I participate 
in is the Coalition for Co-op Democracy. We’ve 
met once a week for about five months now, 
discussing the tactics management uses, the fears 
we have of effects on non-consolidation co-ops, 
and how we can fight against the growing trend of 
co-ops toward increased participation in the capi¬ 
talist system. Co-ops should be alternative food 
sources, worker-owned and managed, and ac¬ 
cessible to all. They should have the goal of 
turning away from capitalism and power-over, and 
toward challenging themselves to meet the needs 
of all members of their individual communities 
while creating the most egalitarian, democratic 
society possible. 

So, May arrives and with them the elections. 
In the preceding few months the managers held 
tight control over official info sent to members and 
over member forums. At the same time, they 
belittled the concern and anger shown by mem¬ 
bers, employees and community activists, criti¬ 
cized these people by name openly, and made 
jokes about their attempts to distribute info outlin¬ 
ing risks of con solidation. For workers at these co¬ 
ops who opposed consolidation, life on the job 
was not fun. They had to watch most of their co¬ 
workers “co-operate" with managers in squelch¬ 
ing debate, bad-mouth opposition, and display 
general hostility toward anyone questioning the 
overall philosophy of consolidation. The manage¬ 
ment did what it could to convince its loyal follow¬ 
ers that the opposition were the oppressive ones 
who refused to tolerate change or “alternative" 
viewpoints. 

It Ain't Over 'til Capitalism Is 

This is an important victory, but we still need 
to keep supporting the few real co-ops left that 
aren’t afraid to subvert the system. The consolida¬ 
tion effort was defeated, but it was defeated very 
narrowly. This means that we can’t let up on our 
efforts in supporting worker-managed co-ops and 
in keeping vocal about our opposition to consoli¬ 
dation. This is a crucial time to do this, since more 
and more consumers of healthy food are just that 
— consumers.

Midwest Eco-Anarchist 
Network Conference Update 

Having formed a year ago, the 3rd Midwest Eco- 
Anarchist Network (MEAN) conference was held in 
Minneapolis the weekend of May 1. The conference 
provided a time to do education, expand and strengthen 
the network, discuss common politics and establish 
regional projects. Approximately 45-50people attended 
the conference from as far away as Oberiin College in 
Ohio, to Bemidji, MN, St. Peter, MN and many from the 
Twin Cities area. 

The first night of the conference was spent with 
introductions, elaborating on political projects people 
were involved in, discussing what people wanted otf of 
the weekend, amending the proposed agenda and, 
lastly, breaking up into women’s and men’s caucuses. 
Many of the people were interested in hearing about the 
history of MEAN, learning more about anarchism, and 
discussing the possibilities of the Network. 

Saturday’s agenda was divided qp into caucuses, 
large plenaries and workshops on forest activism/ 
bioregionalism, community economics, anarcho-femi- 
nism, native issues, queer politics, introduction to eco- 
anarchism, and starting and sustaining a collective. 
People gathered to have a lengthy discussion about the 
importance of doing anti-racism work. Many people 
already involved around native issues, police brutality 
and/or environmental racism shared ideas and sugges¬ 
tions for doing support and coalition work. 

At the last plenary, a statement of our politics was 
discussed and adopted, emphasizing our opposition 
against all forms of domination and hierarchy, including 
but not limited to: capitalism, sexism, racism, 
heterosexism and the state. Two projects were pro¬ 
posed and accepted, and the responsibilities of the 
clearinghouse and MEAN newsletter changed hands. It 
was accepted that MEAN would participate in opposing 
Operation Rescue’s boot camp scheduled for the Twin 
Cities this summer. Also, a project was accepted to 
have an educational gathering in northern Minnesota 
sometime in August to do support work with the Indig¬ 
enous Environment Network.

Organizing Against Consolidation 

Have you had trouble lately telling the differ¬ 
ence between a grocery store and a co-op? Or are 
you one of the lucky few who lives in a city with a 
real co-op? Shit, even if you are, doesn’t the fact 
that these new super co-ops still call themselves 
“co-ops" make you sick? 

Healthy eating has become chic for yuppies 
and predictably, it’s led them toward the “need" to 
buy more, demand more, complain more, find new 
ways to oppress, and, more specifically, to force 
the natural foods market to give them what they 
feel they deserve: convenience. 

Here in the Twin Cities, five of our co-ops 
tried to run away from their old ideals (or maybe 
they never really believed in them in the first place) 
to meet the demands of these new consumers 
who have helped make them so profitable in the 
recent past. In attempting to find a way to serve 
these yuppie consumers the best they could, they 
put their competitive little minds together about 
five years ago and devised a sketchy plan to 


niques to attract employees and members: 
f members could shop at and receive their 
' discounts at any one of these five stores, 
employees might receive better benefits, em¬ 
ployees could work at any of the five stores (if 
asked to do so), that expansion and relocation of 
stores would enhance convenience for shoppers, 
and that employees would have had opportunities 
for “advancement" in the corporation. 

It was not, however, until co-op members 
pushed for details that management admitted that 
these goals were not necessarily attainable and 
that if the new consolidated corporation didn’t 
succeed they could decide to close one or all of the 
stores. 

The consolidation plan was unappealing to 
members, workers, and community activists for 
various reasons, but one reason everyone oppos¬ 
ing consolidation agreed on was that the way in 
which the plan was presented was extremely 
undemocratic. From the very beginning manage¬ 
ment took it for granted that the plan would be 
accepted. They never once asked the simple 
question, “Do you think this would be a good 
idea?" to anybody. They instead laughed at 
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was not fun. They had to watch most of their co¬ 
workers "co-operate" with managers in squelch¬ 
ing debate, bad-mouth opposition, and display 
general hostility toward anyone questioning the 
overall philosophy of consolidation. The manage¬ 
ment did what it could to convince its loyal follow¬ 
ers that the opposition were the oppressive ones 
who refused to tolerate change or “alternative" 
viewpoints. 

It Ain't Over 'til Capitalism Is 

This is an important victory, but we still need 
to keep supporting the few real co-ops left that 
aren’tafraidtosubvertthesystem. The consolida- 
tion effort was defeated, but it was defeated very 
narrowly. This means that we can’t let up on our 
efforts in supporting worker-managed co-ops and 
in keeping vocal about our opposition to consoli¬ 
dation. This is a crucial time to do this, since more 
and more consumers of healthy food are just that 
— consumers.

The Seward Community Cafe is a 
very small, collectively-run, non-profit busi¬ 
ness in Minneapolis that grosses an aver¬ 
age of less than $900 per day. On Monday 
morning, April 19, sometime between the 
hours of 2:00 and 5:00 AM, our safe was 
stolen. Weighing in at about 200 pounds, 
it had been bolted in concrete to the floor 
in a basement area not easily accessible.

Our 
attempt at an open forum ended in 
shouting matches with them, who ac¬ 
cused us of being “just as bad as the 
Klan” for wanting to oppose them with 
forceful means. At this point the pigs 
moved in and separated us, removed 
us under the threat of arrest, and began 
setting up police barricades.

They played 
white-power anthems on rented speak¬ 
ers which was almost drowned out by 
our drum circle. 

They were a truly pathetic 
example of humanity. Power-tripping, 
Third Reich wanna be's and cro- 
magnon-looking Nazi skinheads whose 
behavior would suggest that they had 
never picked up a book in their entire 
lives. This is not to underestimate the 
amount of pain they’ve already in¬ 
flicted through racial attacks and 
harrassment; who knows for sure? Still, 
these young fighters on the front lines 


to the death and never question the 
authority placed over them.

The local me¬ 
dia buried the story. All the articles 
about it were very shallow and com¬ 
pletely missed the celebratory aspect 
of resistance. They also failed to talk 
about the way the protest crossed all 
ethnic lines to become a truly multi¬ 
cultural event. So once again the state 
spends millions of dollars out of the 
taxpayer’s pocket to protect a group of 
murderers that the public clearly didn’t 
want staging a rally. We came to¬ 
gether and shouted, chanted, threw

KILL YR RAPIST! FREE AILEEN WUORNOS! 


Aileen Wuomos is on Death Row 
in Florida and may be murdered by the 
State for defending herself. She is 
accused of seven murders and con¬ 
victed of six, even though she has only 
gone to trial once, for killing Richard 
Mallory. Aileen worked as a truckstop 
and roadside prostitute, and all of the 
men she is accused of killing were men 
who picked her up on the Florida high¬ 
ways, and who she accuses of assault¬ 
ing, raping, and attempting to kill her. 
This is a plausible story, considering 
that, according to a 1991 study by the 
Center for Prostitution Alternatives, 
prostitutes are raped an average of 33 
times a year. Aileen is the victim of a 
system that refuses to take rape and 
murder of prostitutes seriously. In her 
case, even though she insisted that she 
acted in self-defence and that Richard 
Mallory, the man who she went to trial 
for killing, had raped and tortured her, 
her public defenders never ran a rou¬ 
tine background check on Mallory. If 
they had, they would have found that 
he was a convicted rapist with a long 
history of violence against wimmin. 
In her videotaped confession, which 


was the key piece of evidence against 
her used by the prosecution, Aileen 
made over 60 references to having 
acted in self-defence. Every single 
one of these references was deleted in 
the version shown to the jury. 

Aileen Wuomos is being por¬ 
trayed as a “Lesbian Serial Killer” in 
the courts and the media. According to 
the prosecution, portraying her as a 
serial killer won them the death pen¬ 
alty . Aileen does not match the profile 
of a serial killer; she says that she 
killed the men in self-defence after 
they attacked her. She did not choose 
them, they chose her. The FBI model 
of a serial killer is a male model. To try 
to fit her to that model, police and 
prosecutors have insisted that, because 
Aileen is a lesbian, she is “gender 
confused” and has an “intrinsic hatred 
of males,” with a ’’confused gender 
identity” that causes an “identification 
with male violence.” The media’s 
coverage of the case has been viru¬ 
lently homophobic, screaming “Les¬ 
bian Serial Killer” with “experts” talk¬ 
ing about her “distorted sexual iden¬ 
tity” which led her to kill. Bizarre and 


offensive pseudo-psychological theo¬ 
ries about lesbians are being used to 
defame, convict, and ultimately to ex¬ 
ecute Aileen Wuomos. Hers is not an 
isolated case; she is yet another victim 
of a criminal (injustice system that is 
killing dykes. In Florida, where Aileen 
was convicted, 80% of the wimmin on 
Death Row are lesbians. And accord¬ 
ing to a 1987 study by East Tennessee 
State University, lesbians consistently 
receive longer sentences than hetero¬ 
sexual wimmin for similar crimes. Les¬ 
bianism is often used as a ’’final deter¬ 
mining factor” in deciding guilt or 
innocence, and in setting sentences.

WISCONSIN PRISONERS PUNISHED FOR THOUGHT CRIME 


Dear PE: 

I am a prisoner confined at the 
state facility in Wisconsin known as 
the Racine Correctional Institution. I 
am currently held in the segregation 
unit (the hole), serving a sentence of 
386 days solitary confinement because 
prison officials objected to an article I 
wrote for a local newspaper. No kid¬ 
ding. They found me guilty of “lying” 
and “disrespect.” Prison officials are 
so drunk with power that they believe 
they can limit a prisoner’s communi¬ 
cation with the news media to: 1.) only 
the facts that prison officials deem 
true; and 2.) only such language as 
prison officials deem “respectful.” 

I interpret this whole fiasco as an 
indication that I’m doing something 
right. When state officials react to you 
with such vigor, you know you have 
hit a nerve. Judged by that standard, I 
can report that the anarchy movement 
has achieved great success here. 

On January 2nd, the guards shook 
down Alex Rasmussen’s cell. They 
confiscated numerous items including 
zines, letters and everything else con¬ 
taining the circle-A symbol. Accord¬ 
ing to the disciplinary report, “There 
also was a copy of an article on anar¬ 
chy.” OH MY GOD, NOT THAT! 
Alex was charged with the offense of 
“Possession of Contraband.” 

This prison treats anything re¬ 
lated to anarchy as “contraband.” Alex 
is now confined in a cell across the hall 
from me in this segregation unit. Just 
this morning he gave an envelope with 
some zines in it to a guard and asked 
the guard to give it to me (prisoners are 
permitted to pass newspapers and 


magazines in this fashion). The guard 
took a look into the envelope and ran to 
the control booth. The zines have all 
been confiscated and Alex will prob¬ 
ably receive another disciplinary re¬ 
port. 

Dale Austin is another prisoner 
now being held in the seg. unit. His 
offense: writing the circle-A symbol 
in a letter mailed out of the prison. 
Dale has received numerous disciplin¬ 
ary reported for that most heinous of 
offenses.

THE ONLY WINNERS IN THE BALKANS: BANKS, 
CORPORATIONS, AND COLONIAL POWERS 


The reason for which I [am writing] this 
letter is the war we're having in our 
country at the moment, and the fact that 
most people outside (or even inside) it 
don’t really see the picture. As you've 
published articles about the oil war in the 
Middle East and similar shit I thought 
you might be interested. 

First: I want to stress the fact that I 
may be a Serbian, but I don’t support my 
government (or any of the opposition 
parties for that matter as they ’re all after 
money and power; fuck 'em!). This war 
is their fault and, you must understand 
that, even if the leading party is called 
“socialist” they have no fucking thing to 
do with real socialism, just as the previ¬ 
ous “communists” had nothing to do 
with comminism so we had a totalitarian 
society. 

To understand the real nature of the 
civil war in Yugoslavia you have to go 
back through time to the 1940’s and the 
Second World War. It was the same 
thing then, a lot of groups fighting for 
power using nationalism/religion. Dur¬ 
ing the war Croatia was a quasi-Nazi 
state and they had their troops (Ustase, 
Domobrani...) for fighting communists 
and Serbs. There have also been some 
concentration camps (death camps in 
fact) run by Nazi Creations like Jasenovac 
in which 700,000 were killed, mostly 
Serbs, but also Jews and Gypsies. On the 
other side, the camps in Serbia were run 
by the Germans and were filled with 
Serbs again! After the war, Yugoslavia 
was built to be a federation of six repub¬ 
lics in which the Serbs (the most popu¬ 
lous nation within Yugoslavia) were di¬ 
vided to live in three Republics: Serbia, 
Croatia and Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
There Serbs outside Serbia where there 
for centuries; they used to fight Turkish 
conquerors (Ottoman Empire), so they 
were at their own land in Croatia and 
Bosnia. 

After Tito died, the leaders of some 
republics decided it’s time to form inde- 


Serbia volunteered for war (to protect 
their own people) thanks to our media 
which presented our people as innocent 
victims when it was clear they were not. 
Current Yugoslav and Serbain authori¬ 
ties want war to go on, even the embargo 
suits them fine as it is easy to blame 
others for economic catastrophe in which 
we are. They won’t say it, in public of 
course, but they want “The Great Serbia” 
which would consist of present 
Yugolsavia and Serbian Territories in 
Croatia and Bosnia. This existed in the 
past, and a lot of people here think it 
should exist again. I don’t, but the prob¬ 
lem is that Serbs in Bosnia and Creation 
were attacked so they had to fight back. 

Germany wants to have a harbor in 
the Mediterranean Sea and the easiest 
way is to support Croatia and, in return, 
sign some nice contracts. Americans 
dare not insult the Arab countries (who, 
mind you, have the oil) so support 
Muslems in Bosnia. As a result, all 
international TV stations and newspa¬ 
pers present Serbs as fucking animals 
and they either give you lies or one-sided 
news. 

I hope by now you understand that 
what we have here is a civil war, not one 
country attacking another—but you 
won’t here that on satelite news. Then, 
you’ve got the “forcing off the territo¬ 
ries” problem. It is true that Serbs have 
forced a lot of people out of their homes, 
but it has happened the other way around 
too. Numerous Serbian villages have 
been literally burned to the ground, people 
from them forced forced off or mur¬ 
dered: The latest found is a little village 
near Zvornik in Bosnia, where 250 
Serbs—children, women, old people 
were tortured and slaughtered and the 
rest of the population was taken prison¬ 
ers, to be exchanged for captured 
Croation/Moslem soldiers, It happens 
all the time, on both sides, but the Serbs 
are the only ones blamed. What’s more 
to it, the Creations are destroying all the 



Serbian concentration camps. Yes, they 
existed (and probably still do) and they 
were pretty inhuman. But no one has 
said the other sides have them too and 
that’s a fact! Men are held to be used for 
work (and are tortured also) and women 
are forced into whorehouses for the 
troops. For several months now there 


claimed that Serbs were raping Moslem 
women in Zenica (a town in Bosnia) 
even though since the war began Zenica 
has been held by the Croatians ! On the 
other hand, Yugoslav media claimed that 
40,000 Serbs in Zenica are being held 
captive and systematically tortured by 
Croatians. A lie again. A women friend 
of mine is from Zenica and her parents 
are still there; they’re not imprisoned but 
they have to pledge allegience to Croatian 
authorities, dare not walk the streets in 
the afternoon (if they got killed, nobody 
would get excited) and leaving home at 
night is prohibited. The Croatian “mili¬ 
tia” are breaking into apartments and 
taking the furniture and soon.

To understand the real nature of the 
civil war in Yugoslavia you have to go 
back through time to the 1940’s and the 
Second World War. It was the same 
thing then, a lot of groups fighting for 
power using nationalism/religion. Dur¬ 
ing the war Croatia was a quasi-Nazi 
state and they had their troops (Ustase, 
Domobrani...) for fighting communists 
and Serbs. There have also been some 
concentration camps (death camps in 
fact) run by Nazi Croations like Jasenovac 
in which 700,000 were killed, mostly 
Serbs, but also Jews and Gypsies. On the 
other side, the camps in Serbia were run 
by the Germans and were filled with 
Serbs again! After the war, Yugoslavia 
was built to be a federation of six repub¬ 
lics in which the Serbs (the most popu¬ 
lous nation within Yugoslavia) were di¬ 
vided to live in three Republics: Serbia, 
Croatia and Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
There Serbs outside Serbia where there 
for centuries; they used to fight Turkish 
conquerors (Ottoman Empire), so they 
were at their own land in Croatia and 
Bosnia.

The important thing is to 
understand is that the Serbs now holding 
Croation territories are not Serbs from 
Serbia, but the Serbs that lived there 
before the war. 

In Bosnia, the situation is much 
more complex as there are three large 
nations in it: Croations, Serbs and 
Muslems. Bear in mind that there is not 
a Muslem nation anywhere in the world 
and that they are actually just Serbian 
and Croation people forced to accept 
Islam by Turkish invaders (Ottoman 
Empire Again). Before the war, about 
50% of the population were Muslems, 
30-40% Serbs and 10-20% Croation. The 
international media seems to neglect this 
fact as they refer to Bosnians and 
Muslems only, implying that Serbs are 
invaders from Serbia.

ANARCHY IN JAPAN 1992-93 


The following is part of a letter re¬ 
ceived from the Japanese anarchist 
group ARP. We ha ve also re-printed 
a summary of anarchist events in Ja¬ 
pan taken from Warrior magazine.

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Dear Profane Existence and Readers, 

Last summer, a letter I wrote in re¬ 
sponse to two articles concerning sexism and 
homophobia was printed in P.E. Since the time it 
was printed I have received letters concerning the 
opinions brought up in the correspondence. One 
was from a man who is in prison. When I first read 
the man’s letter I was shocked. I didn’t realize how 
many misconceptions and prejudices I had toward 
people who are in prison. Now that I've been in 
touch with this man for a little bit over a month, 
however, I am increasingly impressed by his let¬ 
ters. He has done more to destroy my many 
misconceptions and prejudices in 5 weeks than I 
ever thought possible. Because our society cre¬ 
ates so many false stereotypes about people who 
are in prison, and because many of us will never 
have the chance I have been given to break 
through their own stereotypes about prisoners, I 
thought it might be interesting to share some 
excerpts from his letters with anybody who wants 
to read them. 

Excerpts from the letters: 

"...I have been in prison since 1981, and 
even though I don’t have a life, I am doing all I can 
to turn this around. It’s a hell of a feeling knowing 
that you have no one in your life. No one to write 
or rap to, no one to care or show any type of 
concern about you what so ever. And most of all, 
no one to offer moral support. I know we are living 
in a time where it is very hard to trust people. I am 
surrounded by so many negative things and people, 
I really need a positive force in my life...” 

“This place where I am is a trip. I am 
kept locked in a room 23 and a half hours a day, we 
are kept isolated. No TV, no radio, no nothing. We 
are not even allowed to share books, magazines, 
newspapers, etc. And the only way we can get 
them, they must be sent directly from either a 
bookstore or publisher..." 

“...I recognize a person for being his or 
her own self. I am against all forms of racism, 
sexism, and oppression. I have raised my con¬ 
sciousness and I am down for the struggle. But 
politically, I won’t paint myself into a corner by 
saying I am this or that. I am flexible and willing to 
work with anyone who is 
about bringing about change 
for the better. I do not think 
that it is an issue of color, I 
think it’s an issue of morals 
and principles. We must re¬ 
educate our youth and put 
them in tune to who the real 
enemy is: Capitalism and 
this whole system. It’s so 
fucked up I could go on and 
on...Through the years I've 
been argued to the ground 


women to do what they want. I said so ten years 
ago, although I also observed, as Tov does not, 
that women, such as leftists and/or lesbians, can 
mouth feminism phrases for the same self-serv¬ 
ing reasons. 

Even those men, if there are any, who aren't just 
feminists for immediate personal gain are femi¬ 
nists, Tov suggests, the way they are everything 
else-ists’s: in descending order of self-interest. 
Anti-racism is easiest since itauthorizesfighting 
with skinheads, etc. with finally ageism (they 
being young)and ableism (they being ableenough 
to fight with skinheads) bringing up the rear 
somewhere behind anti-sexism even if they are 
sincere about all of this. 

Preliminary, why shouldn’t people start with their 
own oppression. There is no better place to start. 
And then, for them to notice others, too, are 
oppressed, often by a common enemy. For 
example, point out to black sexist men that they 
are treating women the way whites treat blacks or 
point out to Jewish Zionists that Israel treats 
Palestinians the way Zionist complain Gentiles 
have long treated Jews. 

“How did some isms become more important to 
others you ask?” 

Actually I didn’t ask, Tov did, but what is her 
answer? Is there an objective ranking ordering 
of victim-groups in descending order of suffer¬ 
ing or powerlessness? I doubt very much anar¬ 
chist theory, or any theory, provides one. Cer¬ 
tainly Tov doesn’t have one, since she contra¬ 
dicts herself back to back on this one.

The thing that 
blew me out of the water about all thi s man’s letters 
is that he realizes all of this. 

This man has never threatened me, 
never lied to me, never done anything but share 
himself with me, and I’ve been unconsciously 
taught to reject him anyway.

I consider 
these scenes pernicious. They are encap- 
suled in subcultures (usually punk) which pro¬ 
vide social (and sexual) fields for some of 
those alienated from the usual fare, but they 
fail to reach out to the general population to 
just the extent they succeed in pulling their 
wagons into a circle to protect their own. 
Group dynamics in such scenes (or, as they 
sometimes turn into, cults) are intense intro¬ 
spective and in time pathological for the mi¬ 
nority which they haven't driven away. 

Maybe Tov should drop the quotation marks, 
stop worrying so much about “anarchists” vs. 
anarchists, “anti-sexism” vs. anti-sexism, and 
instead of complaining why some ism’s are 
more equal than others, blow off ism’s all 
together, including feminism.

People should note that 
if they list their home as their “place of business" on 
the FFL they waive some search & seizure rights as 
ATF agents can inspect “business premises" without 
a warrant during the business hours listed on the 
permit.

Unluckily, I dont remember the US- 
American minister’s name anymore who proudly 
stated in an interview with an Austrian newspaper 
that about 80% of information is US controlled or 
US influenced. The area of alternative music does 
not seem to be an exeption. 

Probably many of you aren’t aware 
that it is much easier to book a tour for an American 
band in Europe than it is for a Europrean band. The 
tour dates in the big fanzines fill several pages; at 
least five or six bands touring from overseas are 
touring at the same time in direct competition for concertgoers against each 
other. 

As far as I can see, there are several reasons for this phenonenon. 
One of the most important reasons is - in my view - a kind of trained reception 
pattern for what comes from the USA. After the second World War, when US 
troops began to be present in Europe permenantly, each generation of the 
populations especially in Germany and Austria adopted some "goods” of 
American culture- from Coca Cola to Chewing gum to jazz. A few years later, 
with the spread of TV in wide partds of the population, US-American movies 
extended the influence of European culture. Even today, all over Europe, you 
can see more American than European movies (in the cinema as well as in TV). 
It seems that the young culturally behave in that pattern until now: Punkrockers 
which are personally are very much into the protest against imperialism fill the 
venues, when Agnostic Front, Murphy’s Law, or Fugazi come over. And there 
is hardly anyone making a difference between the bands like Fugazi and bands 
like Agnostic Front (who played in Vienna last week in Ernst-Kirchweger-Haus, 
which is a left-radical squat...): the main thing seems to be the bands come from 
the USA. 

At the Articles of Faith gig in Vienna we (people from Flex’s Digest) did an 
interview with Vic Bondi, who expressed his astonishment about the loads of 
American bands playing in Europe, stressing that most of them are quite or 
completely unknown in thier home country. 

When I was on tour with Seven Sioux from Austria and So Much Hate 
from Norway I experienced how hard it was for So Much Hate, which are one 
of Europe’s best bands by the way, to get enough gigs for a tour... many venues 
use to book American bands, which they even don’t know instead of booking 
European bands, because American bands “drag" more people (=more 
money).

I was raised by my mother 
who worked in a park nature center and never made more than six bucks and hour. My dad was in and 
out of jail and worked construction, he never paid much if any child support, I never really saw him much 
until I was 18 or so. I dropped out of high school at 16 and was kicked out of the house by my mom’s 
boyfriend. I got a GED went to college and paid for it myself with some financial aid. Yes I have a college 
education but I don’t have the access to money and connections like most middle class kids. If I do 
someday get my Ph.D and become "professor of anarchy" it will be because of my own hard work. As 
for my current middle class employment I work construction, mostly roofing, drive a truck older than I 
am and live in a condemned building. Real middle class. Larry also tries to make it sound as if I’m the 
self appointed leader of the anarchist movement bent on deceiving the youth into doing jail time for my 
ideas. I do work for the anarchist movement and I write for PE I guess you could say I’m a political activist. 
But I'm not aspiring to be the leader of anything, just an activist for change with a bad attitude and a lot 
to say. I’ve been writing for zines since ’84 and when I started writing for this zine it was still called MAS 
and was a local thing. Its just by chance that the zine I write for changed its name to Profane Existence 
and got popular. I think I have a lot to say on various topics and I enjoy writing articles for the zine but 
I ain’t no punk rockstar like Darby Crash or even Ben Weasel and I don’t aspire to be. I’m just another 
punk shitworker in the DIY scene into beer, chaos, punked out partners in crime, records and so on. So 
don’t make me out as some self-styled leader of the masses. Now that’s over and i can get on to my 
main topic. I promise no more slag-a-thons in these pages, leave that to MRR columnists. 


So what if I was a pampered middle class kid anyway? So fucking what. Class in America is pretty 
difficult to define anyway. Most working class families aspire to a middle class esthetic and consider 
themselves middle class. A lot of cultural theory pinheads like Dick Hebdige and Stuart Hall have 
attempted to classify punk as a working class subcultural form of expression. However, their work 
focuses only on English punk circa 76-79. Punk in America has always been different. Even in the late 
70s there were many “art student punks" who were middle class intellectuals. When hardcore took over 
in the early 80’s punk became and in most places remains a largely white, suburban, middle class 
movement. Our forms of expression and protest are tempered by our backgrounds. The politicized 
elements of the punk scene has formed a counterculture of protest and self-expression rather than a 
subculture of posing and conspicuous self-destructions (which of course still goes on). Punk is an 
uprising by the most alienated, disenfranchised element of late 20th century capitalism-the youth. As 
the so called blank generation or generation x or whatever punks have rejected the vision laid out by 
our parents in favor of urban poverty, libertine politics and lifestyles and a confrontational esthetic. Most 
of us couldn’t function in middle class society to begin with and have been rebels, misfits, and outcasts 
from long before we were punks. I really could care less where a person comes from or their class 
background if they are doing something worthwhile in the present tense. Most of my punk friends are 
from working class and middle class families but in my time I’ve known filthy rich punks, as well as some

I think that principally there is nothing wrong with American bands 
playing in Europe - as alrealy said alot of interesting and fantastic bands come 
from the USA. But what is wrong is the whole thing is A ONE WAY 
COMMUNICATION! There is hardly any exchange, one of the few European 
bands ever having toured the US that I know is Negazione, which do play 
mainstream metal core now. So Much Hate wanted to tour as well, but their 
singer Gunnar was arrested when trying to enter the USA via Canada without 
a Visa...so obviously, there is something wrong with our alternative culture, in 
which no power should be excercised and in which there should be exchange 
and equality. You know what I mean? 

In order to change the present situation, in my opinion, two things 
should be done: people in Euyrope should go on with projects like the “Boiler- 
series in Vienna, where Austrian bands were presented and (when there were 
bands from abroad) preferred to foreign bands. The consequence of the Boiler- 
Series was that Austrian bands had a habitual audience of 200 people. The 
focused action and interest led to bigger audiences for Austrian bands since 
then. 

The second point: REPAIR THE AMERICAN SCENE! I havenotyet 
been in the USA, but as I know from freinds and fanzines, bands do not get good 
food and drinks, very little money, the support bands do not get anything at all, 
usually...under these circumstances, it is no miracle that bands prefer to go to 
Europe. ..and destroy the union of artists, which lobbied for the law that forbids 
singers, bands etc to enter the USA to play there!! This is cultural protectionism 
and isolationism! So maybe, someday, you can see all the bands live, which 
you only know by scene reports, reviews, and records by now.

I’ve been writing for zines since '84 and when I started writing for this zine it was still called MAS 
and was a local thing. Its just by chance that the zine I write for changed its name to Profane Existence 
and got popular. I think I have a lot to say on various topics and I enjoy writing articles for the zine but 
I ain’t no punk rockstar like Darby Crash or even Ben Weasel and I don’t aspire to be. I'm just another 
punk shitworker in the DIY scene into beer, chaos, punked out partners in crime, records and so on. So 
don’t make me out as some self-styled leader of the masses. Now that’s over and i can get on to my 
main topic. I promise no more slag-a-thons in these pages, leave that to MRR columnists. 

So what if I was a pampered middle class kid anyway? So fucking what. Class in America is pretty 
difficult to define anyway. Most working class families aspire to a middle class esthetic and consider 
themselves middle class. A lot of cultural theory pinheads like Dick Hebdige and Stuart Hall have 
attempted to classify punk as a working class subcultural form of expression. However, their work 
focuses only on English punk circa ’76-’79. Punk in America has always been different. Even in the late 
’70s there were many “art student punks" who were middle class intellectuals. When hardcore took over 
in the early 80's punk became and in most places remains a largely white, suburban, middle class 
movement. Our forms of expression and protest are tempered by our backgrounds. The politicized 
elements of the punk scene has formed a counterculture of protest and self-expression rather than a 
subculture of posing and conspicuous self-destructions (which of course still goes on). Punk is an 
uprising by the most alienated, disenfranchised element of late 20th century capitalism-the youth. As 
the so called blank generation or generation x or whatever punks have rejected the vision laid out by 
our parents in favor of urban poverty, libertine politics and lifestyles and a confrontational esthetic. Most 
of us couldn’t function in middle class society to begin with and have been rebels, misfits, and outcasts 
from long before we were punks. I really could care less where a person comes from or their class 
background if they are doing something worthwhile in the present tense. Most of my punk friends are 
from working class and middle class families but in my time I've known filthy rich punks, as well as some 
who grew up in extreme poverty. The fact remains that punk is a cross section of the society which 
spawned us. Presumably one severs one's links with their class when they become punks and declare 
their opposition to society and conformity. Some might take issue with this, I don’t think I've ever seen 
much discussion of class in the punk movement, maybe we ought to examine it in these pages. 

Now onto one of my favorite topics, records. Yes I’m a collector nerd and if you don’t like it fuck 
you I’m punk. Its my hobby and I’m very dedicated to it because I want to have as complete a record 
library as possible because someday most punk/HC records will just not be available on vinyl at any 
price. Before it was records I collected comic books and before that Star Wars stuff. All of you out there 
who cut down record collectors can go listen to Duran Duran or AM radio for all I care. If you don’t like 
record collecting don’t do it. There are bigger problems in the scene and the world to whine about.

Besides that I am also involved in the VORT’N VIS A.T.T. in Leper, Belgium. The VORTN VIS is 
a pub we rent from a local brewer. We organize punk rock shows twice a month and try to create 
an alternative to mainstream shit. The VORT’N VIS also offers me the possibility to legalize Genet 
records and his Master’s Noise distro. As a part of the bigger (and legal) VORTN VIS collective these 
two can also be done without too much bureaucratic nonsense involved. Besides that I also try to 
book shows all around Europe with the “Genet Roadcrew” The little time left is spent being a student, 
boyfreind, a son, a grandson, and watching sports or playing indoor soccer. 

For my first attempt, I’d like to come back to what happened to the tour I booked for Pissed. 
Pissed split up and some people still piss on my head for what happened. I really tried to do my best 
(I always do), but this obviously was’nt enough. I should’ve suffered more, yeah! Selfishness on our 
minds again... What more can I do than learn from the undesirable mistakes that were made and 
say sorry to all those people who feel they were treated improperly?? 
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The other day when I was thinking about what to 
write for this column, I was in a bookstore looking at the 
about a thousand different books written about children 
by adults and thinking about how I was about to add to 
all that. All (or most) of these books claim to know just 
how kids are and how and what they think and want. 
Conveniently enough, it’s usually what makes things 
easier for adults. Some books claim some pretty 
ridiculous stuff, like this book my mom has called “Your 
One-Year Old". It says that one-year olds love it when 
you set limits and control their actions because they 
can’t control themselves yet. This seems like pretty 
blatant propaganda and bullshit as well. I'm pretty sure 
that I sadora, my daughter, doesn't like it at all when I set 
limits (like not let her climb in the stove). I can tell 
because of the way she screams and freaks out. 
People like the womyn who wrote that book must 
completely ignore the signals kids are sending them, 
and I bet people think she’s an expert too! Anyway, 
everything I write isn’t some big truth about kids, it’s just 
the way I interpret my experiences with Is. I try to do it 
while remembering how I felt about things when I was 
younger, and how I think now, because it's not like 
we’re totally alien beings just because there’s 17 years between our ages. 

Isa is 18 months old now and she is changing a lot in what she can do and understand. She 
is getting more independent, but at the same time she doesn’t understand about some things like 
electricity and getting squished by cars in the street. She wants to be in control of her own life more 
but I still need to stop her from doing things pretty often so she doesn’t get hurt or destroy other 
people’s stuff, and she still wants me to be right there when she’s in unfamiliar terriotory or if she needs 
something. She gets frustrated with my interference a lot and sometimes she pulls my hair or hits 
when she is really mad. Sometimes she does stuff just to bug me (I think) like lick her shoes (which 
she only does when she knows I’m looking and not just whenever she can get away with it like with 
things she really wants to do that I won’t let her). My mom says that she’s “testing authority" (strangely 
enough she sometimes says that's what I’m doing too). This is a generic adult excuse to get more 
authoritarian just “to show them who’s boss". In my opinion, kids doing things to defy authority shows 
even more how important it is to respect their choices and to not make more rules then necessary. 

It can be hard when a kid is growing up as fast as Isa is to remember to respect their will 
and space. Even though I try to treat Isadora with as much equality as possible, sometimes it’s really 
easy to space the fact that she is a real persyn. The other day I found myself trying to grab this thing 
that wasn’t hers out of her hand and she was freaking out, and then I realized that I was being a 
complete jerk, so I put out my hand and asked her for it and she gave it to me. Why didn’t I ask her 
and give her a chance first? Partially because not too long ago she wouldn’t have understood, but 
I need to keep remembering to show her respect and not treat her like she’s nothing. I also try now 
to compromise what I want with what she wants as much as possible, like if we’re at a friend's house 
and I want to get going but she is having fun and wants to stay, to compromise like I would if she were 
anyone else and stay for a while.

each learn to deal individually with our own opressive traits. Individuals must 
take personal responsibility for their actions. Unfortunatly I am one of those 
people who learned to late that I could not hope to solve external social 
problems until I dealt with my internal issues. Personal revolution must come 
before any other kind. 

I am a man who considers himself an advocate of women’s 
liberation- pro-femenist, pro-choice, and strongly anti-sexist. I spend alot of 
my time fighting male supremacist fascists like Operation ResKKKue. Yet, 
when the time came to really support a woman’s choice, on the most personal 
level- in bed-1 was unable to do so. I was unable to take responsibility for my 
actions, and contrary to the wishes of my partner, I would not wear a comdom. 

A relatively simple responsibility, wearing a condom seemed to be 
a real problem for me. Relatively simple, yet infinitely important, wearing a 
condom proved to be too much fo me to handle. Rather than taking the 
initiative and acting like an adult, I reverted to the childish behavior of a little 
boy waiting for his mommy to dean up after him. I heaped my responsibility 
on my female partner. I did not give her a real choice. 

What I did not realize was this: just because a woman wished to 
have intercourse with me, I was not somehow relinquished of responsibility. 
By agreeing to put my penis inside of her, I was accepting a greater 
responsibility. 

“Wear a condom." How many times have I heard this? I’m certianly 
not ignorant to the biological facts of life. Nor am I ignorant to the threat of HIV 
infection. As a political activist, I am all too familiar with unwanted pregnancy, 
the tragedies of AIDS, and the bigotry and discrimination that goes with either 
one. Yet my personal desires and selfish denial took over in the heat of the 
moment. I risked my partners life and future for my own pleasure. I became 
everything that I thought I wasn’t. 

Because of my recklessness, selfishness, and lack of concern for 
a woman’s needs, she became pregnant. She had to deal with the 
consequences of my actions. She was the one that had to clean up the mess 
that this little boy made. Why? Forwhat reason did this happen? Howdidthid 
woman come to be faced with an unwanted pregnancy? I did not want to wear 
a condom. I did not like the way it felt. It was too much trouble. I took chances 
before and nothing bad ever happened. For whatever reason, I did not think 
it was important enough.

It seems as if every person involved with the counterculture has 
some cure-all philosophy about our doomed world or worse, a book or record that has “all" the 
answers, the correct dogma per se. Isn’t that the point of resistance.. .to destroy the ideologies and 
social politics that separate us, make us hate each other and make us hate ourselves? I don’t 
understand why so-called free thinkers should fall into the trap of becoming “believers", no matter 
how righteous the cause. We should be usurping politics, not creating new manifestations of the 
same shit. No, I’m not some irate nihilist who doesn’t give a fuck, or a C.l.A. conspirator out to crush 
the movement from within, I think we most definitely should make our day to day anti-political 
statements. We should alter our diets and consume only cruelty free substances; boycott multi¬ 
nationals; confront sexism and racism at work, at home, and among friends; protest sexual and 
gender discrimination; smash fascism in any way possible; recycle goods and support environmen¬ 
tal legislation; demonstrate against genocidal U.S. foreign and domestic policies;. The list goes on 
and on. The fact that oppression exists is indisputable. It’s facets are uncountable, but the fact that 
we, as individuals, don’t have the power to fight all these different aspects is also indisputable. The 
futility of throwing a brick becomes obvious when we realise that the person it strikes has the 
potential of being someone we find solidarity with. How can we be free when all we do is fight 
someone else's ideology.

I cant be a cheerleader for a male dominated culture. For such long 
time I had put up with being a bystander to the predominately male dominated 
scene of punk rock. Spending all my time, energy, and emotion watching their 
bands play, listen to them talk about what opression is all about, being their 
latest girlfriend, reading their fanzines covering this male oriented culture, and 
holding their jackets while they slamdanced. (Because sometimes if and 
when I decided to join the cameraderie of the pit I get my tits squeezed, my 
crotch grabbed, spit on, or needlesly protected.) These are some of the 
negative aspects of punk that I spent some of my time growing up in, and I 
percieve myself to be an average woman with these experiences, but I may 
be wrong. All this shit is male domination of a subculture, which in that is an 
obvious mirror of q mainstream culture. I could go on and on but I think we 
know the score people, I dont want it to be girls against boys or boys against 
girls, but I’m sick and I’m tired of being a spectator cheering in the stands. 

Something I never saw until a few years ago was really outspoken 
women being active in punk. I commend the examples they set, and these 
women light a fire under my ass. I also commend the women that were 
participating before I ever got into it, but they werent part of my experience, all 
I knew about was Nancy Spungen. I spent the bulk of my time in punk with no 
women to listen to, with one or two exeptions. Either no one at the time cared 
about them, or no one pointed them out to me because they were seen as 
insignificant. Because I am gravitated towards punk rock (both loving it and 
hating it and probably not surviving in the same semblance of happiness 
without it) I wan to make it mine too. 

Women that are active in the scene are highly criticized nowadays.

Yay, rah rah! Yay, rah rah! Fight, Fight, Fight! 

I cant be a cheerleader for a male dominated culture. For such long 
time I had put up with being a bystander to the predominately male dominated 
scene of punk rock. Spending all my time, energy, and emotion watching their 
bands play, listen to them talk about what opression is all about, being their 
latest girlfriend, reading their fanzines covering this male oriented culture, and 
holding their jackets while they slamdanced. (Because sometimes if and 
when I decided to join the camaraderie of the pit I get my tits squeezed, my 
crotch grabbed, spit on, or needlesly protected.) These are some of the 
negative aspects of punk that I spent some of my time growing up in, and I 
percieve myself to be an average woman with these experiences, but I may 
be wrong. All this shit is male domination of a subculture, which in that is an 
obvious mirror of a mainstream culture. I could go on and on but I think we 
know the score people, I dont want it to be girls against boys or boys against 
girls, but I’m sick and I'm tired of being a spectator cheering in the stands. 

Something I never saw until a few years ago was really outspoken 
women being active in punk. I commend the examples they set, and these 
women light a fire under my ass. I also commend the women that were 
participating before I ever got into it, but they werent part of my experience, ail 
I knew about was Nancy Spungen. I spent the bulk of my time in punk with no 
women to listen to, with one or two exeptions. Either no one at the time cared 
about them, or no one pointed them out to me because they were seen as 
insignificant. Because I am gravitated towards punk rock (both loving it and 
hating it and probably not surviving in the same semblance of happiness 
without it) I wan to make it mine too. 

Women that are active in the scene are highly criticized nowadays. 
But it doesnt seem to be the kind of criticism that is really constructive. Many 
bands that are mostly women or all women and talk about their experiences 
as such and challenge sexism are called too “PC". This silences women and 
makes whatever they say seem invalid in people’s eyes and they are not 
listened to and just called stupid or crazy. People say predominately female 
bands get by on their looks, gender, and the whole bandwagon thing. This 
totally discounts the fact that so many individuals like bands for their words, 
music, or ideas- even all these things at once being totally inspiring. And 
anyways, just how fucking long have male bands been getting by on their looks 
and sex appeal too?! Even if part of the popularity of a good number of the 
female bands is somewhat based on their gender being trendy in music now, 

I dont care why. I just think it is about time. 

Another trend out there is to make fun of and criticize groups of 
young women meeting without men in the punk and/or political community. Be 
it women’s conventions, Riot Grrri, or just having seperate spaces in marches 
or rallies. I think I’ve seen just about every dis there is and seen them in every 
high profile underground publication and a host of the smaller fanzines too. 
Women are not trying to take away punk from men, it was never ours and it 
doesnt belong to solely to men either. I’m not trying to take power away from 
men, I am trying to rise into my own. Instead of complaining about the various 
means women have of being active in punk culture, men should ask them¬ 
selves what they find so threatening about this. What is it that causes women 
to need their own movement, social spaces, and music at times? What is it 
that causes some women to slowly drop out of mixed gender things and create 
thier own stuff? Many men out there need to start to look at these things 
themselves, because I am tired of my feelings not being taken seriously when 
I tell them why. We must learn from each other, not fight each other.

NENW-NYC net¬ 
works alternative oppositions in East and West 
for mutually supportive solidarity (though we’re 
open to anything and also work with the 3rd/4th 
[land based peoples] world). OGB also has had 
sections published in the former Torch and until 
recently, Love and Rage. (Love and Rage can¬ 
celed us and we’re fighting to get back 
in.) Anarchy is now running a 4-pager 
from us and our section will also appear 
in Amor Y Rabia (a Love and Rage 
Spanish edition being published autono¬ 
mously in Mexico). Fifth Estate ran a 
section from us as will the Anarchist 
Youth Federation Bulletin. And here’s 
yours truly in Profane Existence. 

NENW-NYC has its roots going back 
to 1980 with the formation of Poland’s 
Solidarity free trade union. Individual an¬ 
archists and members of the Workers 
Solidarity Alliance along with the (now 
defunct) Revolutionary Socialist League 
hooked up while doing Solidarity sup¬ 
port. In 1983, with Soviet exiles, this 
crew and others formed the New York 
Trust Group, a sister group to the Mos¬ 
cow Trust Group, a semi-above ground 
and much persecuted anti-nuclear orga¬ 
nization. (Some in the group were also 
members of the New York-Anti-Nuclear 
Group and the Brooklyn Anti-Nuclear 
Group. These 2 groups helped pioneer 
putting the struggles of the subjugated in 
the Russian empire on the anti-nuclear 
agenda.) New York Trust Group work 
culminated on Aug. 3rd, ’86: After months 
of secretive preparation, members of the 
New York Trust Group and Brits from 
U.K. Trustbuilders were accompanied

(Lithuania was perhaps the most fiercely na¬ 
tionalistic and anti-Communist of all the lands 
on the Russian periphery.) And Russia?: 
Gorbachev, Yeltsin, the lot; all were loyal Party 
hacks, and the Russian parliament is full of 
unreconstructed Communists. At best, even 
where obviously the Communists put on a 
heavy democratic act with real liberaliza¬ 
tion, their authoritarian manner bleeds thru. 
And at worst, it’s open repression, just as 
before.

The rest is a lengthy and notable history - 
we’ve scored and helped score one success 
after another (in freeing prisoners etc ). Our 
unique work pioneered a certain worldwide 
networking that continues to this day, and is

And now that 
communication has been greatly 
freed up that means it’s time to 
really get organizing, and not to 
quit; Still, Communists remain 
entrenched in power positions 
everywhere in the “Ex"countries: 

But I think that behind each 
breakaway movement is a 
breakaway demagogue who will 
set up his breakaway dema¬ 
gogue government In many breakaway coun¬ 
tries the governments now say, on paper, that 
you are free to be an entrepreneur. Well, that’s 
great if you have the cash to invest. Butwhohas 
the cash? The party bosses who were there 
before are the new entrepreneurs. Guys who 
got thrown out of office woundup buying restau¬ 
rants, hotels or factories. The drones who were 
wandering around the streets are still wander¬ 
ing...” 

So, many Communists are overnight capital¬ 
ists and are often changing their stripes to 
“democrat" or nationalist or fascist. In Slovenia, 
the most Western of the 6 former Yugoslav 
republics, Communists hold all key government 
positions. In Croatia an ex-Communist general, 
Tudjman, is in power. Serbia has the Commu¬ 
nist Milosevic at the reins. Communists are in 
power in all the 5 former Russian colonies of 
Central Asia. In Ukraine and Byelorussia the 


agents of the KGB carried out their destruction, 
split them, and if they didn’t succeed, created 
alternative organizations of the same 
name...(The]) government gives subsidies to 
the parties, movements, and publications which 
they are disposed to and frustrates economi¬ 
cally the others...Our organization is not an 
exception - KGB agents are permanently libel¬ 
ing our activists, and threatening and persecut¬ 
ing them... Now they are seeking to evict us from 
our premises..." - May *92 letter from the Social 
Movement Mutual Assistance to the Berlin May 
’92 conference "Extreme Poverty, Democracy, 


and Human Rights in Europe" 

In Poland: "We do not recognize the legality 
of the existing order of law in the Republic of 
Poland, because the government has contin¬ 
ued to utilize the legal order (Communist consti¬ 
tution) of the People's Republic of Poland. In 
essential spheres the Stalinist constitution of 
1952 rules. Key positions at the highest levels 
continue to be occupied by the co-workers of 
Ihe UB, SB (Communist security agencies) and 
foreign intelligence agencies (Soviet GRU and 
KGB)." - from the platform of Poland’s Freedom 
Party 

In Serbia: “The current Serbian regime al¬ 
lows certain, albeit limited, freedom of the me¬ 
dia and functions in conditions of formal 
democracy...(But) the real nature of Milosevic’s 
regime is predatory or piratical, as are the 
regimes which existed or are still existing in 
South America and Africa. In spite of the fact 


territorial scores to settle: Bulgaria and/or Greece 
seeking ex-Yugoslavia’s Macedonia; Friction 
between Armenia and Turkey; Friction between 
Hungary and Slovakia over a joint dam project 
Hungary canceled and Slovakia is continuing 
and problems with the formers' large minority in 
the latter; Germans seeking territory in western 
Poland lost after WW2; Nationalist forces in 
Austria and Germany seeking resolution for the 
Sudeten Germans who were first forced to 
become Czechoslovakian citizens after WW1 
and then after WW2 were forcibly expulsed to 
Germany; Competition between Rumania and 
Hungary over the formers’ 
Transylvania with its large 
Hungarian population; Alba¬ 
nia at war with Serbia over 
Serbia’s heavily Albanian 
Kosovo republic. The list goes 
on. Improbable? One would 
hope. Impossible? No. 

— Time stands relatively still 
in isolated and enclosed So¬ 
viet- type societies. The Com¬ 
munism of the Russian em¬ 
pire and China were/are sim¬ 
ply modem versions of centu¬ 
ries old centralized despotisms 
(albeit with the ideological fe¬ 
ver of a "communist” veneer). 
The pricking open of these 
political black holes have and 
will continue to unleash pro¬ 
found upsurges in many forms 
from mass strikes (huge ones 
in the last year in Poland and 
the ex-USSR hardly men¬ 
tioned in the US press), to Tiananmen Square 
massacres, to ethnic/civil wars, to possibly 
WW3. Over a quarter of humanity is emerging 
out of a time warp. Lookout... 

—Post WW2 is a world with no Nazi move¬ 
ments in power. Yet anti-Nazi/fascist groups 
and initiatives proliferate. Vigilance always must 
be maintained vis-a-vis Nazism. Why should 
Communism be treated any differently? Is the 
East/Communism passe?? Askan Easterner... 

Those are some of the reasons for our contin¬ 
ued relevance.

PARTIAL VICTORY FOR NIGERIAN ANARCHISTS 


Anarchist/revolutionary syndicalist po¬ 
litical prisoners from Nigeria’s Awareness 
League (AL) - Udemba Chuks, Garba Adu, 
Kingsley Etioni, and James Ndubuisi - won 
some reprieve Jan. 29th when they were 
conditionally released on bail (they must 
report to the State Security Service each 
week). Arrested seven months ago during a 
wave of worker/student unrest protesting IMF/ 
World Bank imposed austerity plans, they 
were detained under the notorious “Decree # 
2" - a catch-all “preventative detention" law. 

At a Calabar court hearing Jan. 25th 
their lawyer, Ifeanyi Nnajiofor, demanded a 
grant of bail. On hand were 100 AL members 
plus (according to a Feb. 1 AL communique) 
“scores of journalists, activists, members of 
the Nigerian Bar Association, and interested 
members of the public." Then on Jan. 29th 
“we won our greatest legal battle yet., .(when 
for) the first time we would set our eyes on 
them in seven months. They looked badly 
emaciated, weak and sick." Setting a legal 
precedent poking a hole in Decree # 2, the 
judge granted bail, and set the next court 
appearance for Feb. 18th. Then as the four 
left court There was an attempt to have our 
colleagues re-arrested outside the premises, 
but this was stoutly resisted by the crowd." 
They were then promptly hospitalized and 
advised to have a two week stay. 

The AL has info that the military may try 
to have the men re-arrested once again. This 
would not be uncommon in Nigeria where the 
judiciary and the military are constantly at 
odds. 

As of press time in our last letter from 
the AL Feb. 28, the four have had their bail 
extended but must report to the State Secu¬ 
rity Service each day. One of them still re¬ 
mains hospitalized. The AL, says “Judge¬ 
ment in the main suit is not expected before 
the end of April, 1993." The central suit 
maintains that the states action in detaining 
the 4 without charge was illegal, and that 
Decree # 2 against them should be dropped.

The U S. Workers Solidarity Alliance 


headed a worldwide campaign for the AL. A 
week of protests at Nigerian embassies was 
called for Feb. 22-26 with confirmations of 
actions by anarchists in Moscow, Rio de 
Janeiro, Dublin, NYC, London, Berlin and 
Hamburg. (Anarchists were ready to demon¬ 
strate in countries like Bulgaria and Norway 
but they lacked Nigerian targets.) Petitions 
and protest letters have been received from 
Argentina, Japan, Turkey, South Korea, Rus¬ 
sia, Italy, Brazil, Canada, Estonia, India, Nor¬ 
way, Ireland, Holland, Spain, Poland, the 
U.S., South Africa, Bulgaria (almost 700 
names on petitions!), Germany, and the U.K. 
Anarchist publications worldwide have cov¬ 
ered the story. Special thanks to Love and 
Rage newspaper who mailed an international 
appeal for AL, and the International Workers 
Association and Spain’s National Confedera¬ 
tion of Labor for sending $500 each to AL for 
legal fees. 

The question of money is of special 
priority. Ifeanyi Nnajiofor, the AL’s lawyer, 
must travel 1000 kilometers from Lagos to 
Calabar, Nigeria. As of last Dec. the AL had 
a $12,000 debt for legal and other fees. 
Ifeanyi is being extremely thoughtful and gen¬ 
erous according to the AL, but his expenses 
are obvious and he must be paid. WSA and 
NENW-NYC know that over $1000 has been 
received by AL from anarchists abroad, and 
since that helped keep Ifeanyi afloat, it’s no 
exaggeration to claim that the international 
campaign played a part in AL's bail victory, 
possibly saving the lives of these men (you 
don't get fed in Nigerian jails).

Drop In Foundation: Is to be a walk- 
in clinic and office space for promoting 
drug free lifestyles and the fight against 
the spread of AIDS. It will be the first 
organization of its kind in the Czech Re¬ 
public which deals with drug abuse as a 
medical problem and not as a criminal 
problem. The Drop In Foundation treats 
addicts with respect, trying to help, not to 
punish. It will organize a needle exchange 
program and the Centre will provide a 24- 
hour telephone help-line to deal with prob¬ 
lems such as drugs, sex, and suicide. The 
Centre will provide a space not only for 
treatments, but for family and individual 
educatbnal programs as well. It will also 
provide many constructive activities as 
alternatives to drug use.

In downtown Minneapolis, the old court¬ 
house and the new Hennepin County Govern¬ 
ment Center face each other across a wide open 
plaza with a gleaming fountain.

The new building is a 
giant, clear glass erector-set with an atrium that 
reaches to the sky. The old building was built to 
command awe and obedience. The new one 
invites the public to look inside the workings of 
justice, and to like what we see.

The drama now unfolding inside the new 
building marks the spot where the Toaster and 
the Castle meet. 

In the wee hours of September 25, 1992, 
someone walked into a local pizza joint, a known 
cop hangout, and shot a 30-year Minneapolis 
police veteran in the back. The transcript of the 
911 calls that followed reveal little: An anxious, 
confused witness who couldn’t say how many 
shots were fired, where the officer was hit, how 
many shooters there were, or which way he, she, 
or they fled. "I don’t know. I think he may be 


Mississippi’s banks, and holding him at pistol- 
point. When the officers tired of hearing him beg 
for his life, they left their prey sobbing in the mud 
and drove off. “I had one long, long walk home," he 
told us. 

So much for community unity-in-mourning. 
What about the other allegations — two shooters, 
both African-American males, both likely gang 
members, fleeing on foot, retaliating for police 
brutality? Strip away the assumptions of what 
probably happened — assumptions based on 
race (the question, "Who else would shoot a cop 
but a gang-banger” too easily becomes "That 
Black guy’s got his hat on sideways, he must be in 
a gang”) — and precious little is left of the 
government’s case. 

Defense lawyers for the eight men who will 
stand trial this spring and summer are equally 
cagey toward a hostile mainstream press, activist 
supporters of the defendants, and neutral or sym¬ 
pathetic journalists. Information, other than law- 
and-order agitprop, is thus hard to come by. Still, 
this much seems clear: Prosecutors will present 
almost no physical evidence against the men, 


charged with shooting or conspiring to shoot 
Haaf. Three others and the same juvenile are 
charged with shooting or conspiring to shoot 
Harris. 

Thus the Minnesota Eight. 

Not only in Harris’s death do cops and 
press dismiss the possibility of racist conspiracy. 
Observers have wondered aloud whether anti¬ 
gang militants in the Minneapolis police may 
have set up one of their own in order to have a 
martyr. They ask why all the other cops, includ¬ 
ing at least two homicide detectives, got up and 
walked out of Pizza Shack shortly before Haaf 
was shot. They note this relatively harmless, 
near-retirement traffic cop was sitting with his 
back to the door. 

And they point to what happened before 
Haaf had even been buried. The police cut their 
support for an anti-violence program whose lead¬ 
ers included Vice Lord honchos and members of 
other gangs. 

The head of the police union, Al Berryman, 
called a press conference the morning after the 
shooting and blasted the police chief, the deputy 
chief, and the mayor as “accomplices" in Haaf’s 
death, because of their support for The City, Inc., 
a drop-in center and counseling program run by 
Sharif Willis, reputed head of the Vice Lords. 

Willis’s work had always demanded good 
balance. He needed to keep the respect of the 
young men in his constituency while keeping the 
official sanction and the grant money that kept 
the program running. Without warning, Berryman 
and company had stomped on the canoe and 
plunged Willis into the lake. 

The goal of this right-wing within cop ranks 
to criminalize Willis and his stop-the-violence 
efforts has largely succeeded: His nephew, 
Montary Willis, is among the Eight. Sharif Willis’s 
own role in the events after the shooting is far 
from clear: Several of the defendants were ar¬ 
rested at his home. 

The City, Inc.’s counseling work goes on, 
and Willis says he wants to open a cooperative 
clothing factory to offer jobs for young women 
and men. But with the triumph within official 
ranks of get-toughism over "can’t we all just get 
along," Willis’s usefulness to the cops is over, at 
least for now. 

As Profane Existence #19/20 goes to press, 
the first of eight trials, that of A.C. Ford, has 
begun inside the Toaster. But the presence of 
the Castle is unmistakable: 

*One of the defendants, a Chicagoan who 
was supposedly in Minneapolis at the time of the 
shooting, surrendered over the phone to a Min¬ 
neapolis TV station because he feared police 


a chance to portray a long-defunct crime outfit as 
a Black Nationalist terrorist group; and in a trial of 
Puerto Rican independence activists, the govern¬ 
ment painted community organizers as crooks 
who hobnobbed with arms dealers. Both cases 
featured bumbling U.S. Marshalls fooling with 
airport metal detectors. 

Both cases, as well as the more recent LAPD 
and Reginald Denney cases, also feature some¬ 
thing more sinister than Keystone Kops: Hints that 
jurors need government protection against mili¬ 
tant people of color who may be unhappy with the 
verdict. 

The judge in Ford’s case has sealed the 
juror’s names. Eriinder and Kushner charge this 
move has prejudiced the jury already. 

Until the L.A. rebellion, the "threat" was seen 
to come chiefly from the defendants and their 
supporters. The prosecutors in the Minnesota 
Eight case have told reporters that they, the judge, 
and the jurors feel threatened by the very exist¬ 
ence of the Committee Seeking Equal Justice, 
which has held rallies of up to seventy persons in 
the Toaster’s atrium. 

“They say they feel afraid. They should feel 
afraid. If what they want to do is deny equal justice 
to these African-American men, and we make 
them afraid to do that, that’s fine," Robin Magee, 
a law professor at Hamline University and one of 
the founders of the Committee, told one such rally. 

Equal justice is the cornerstone theme of the 
Committee’s public remarks and printed matter. 
Hardworking and idealistic lawyers notwithstand¬ 
ing, the Committee is really the only thing standing 
between eight young men and life in the pokie 
(Minnesota has no death penalty). Magee is prob¬ 
ably right: If the trials are careful inquiries and not 
outright railroads, it will be due more to official fear 
than democratic scruples. 

And yet the Committee’s talk is curiously mild 
stuff. At a time when X caps and attendant Malcom- 
revivalism are sweeping the Black Nation (and 
other nations), and local hip-hoppers chant a 
warning to cops that “a bulletproof vest can’t stop 
a head shot," Equal Justice activists quote the Bill 
of Rights at length and routinely term Haaf’s death 
“unfortunate." 

Despite this caution, the view seems wide¬ 
spread in the Twin Cities that to question the guilt 
of the Eight is to wink at cop-killing. 

Perhaps caution is the wise course. After 
workers at a cooperative, vegetarian restaurant, 
The New Riverside Cafe, painted "Equal Justice 
for the Minnesota Eight” in their front window, 
night-shift workers who were taking out the trash 
were put up against the wall by police.

Two African-American men had shot Officer 
Jerome Haaf at least once and had fled on foot, 
chased by a Pizza Shack worker with a handgun. 
The armed pizza man lost them. 

This official version, delivered to reporters 
on the spot, contained even more startling detail: 
The shooting, the “execution,” as detectives 
termed it, was retribution for the arrest of a blind 
African-American man the previous afternoon 
and the angry, fruitless community meeting on 
police brutality that evening. The execution was 
gang-related. The shooters, two sketchily-de¬ 
scribed African-American men, were almost cer¬ 
tainly gang members. 

The Minneapolis press corps had no stom¬ 
ach for asking tough questions of cops in mourn¬ 
ing. As the sun crossed the sky and the later 
editions hit the pavement, editorial writers in¬ 
sisted the whole community was united in grief 
and outrage. Yet, in that first week after the 
shooting, the “whole community”appeared some¬ 
what less than united. A large, but unscientific, 
sample of white office workers, mainly women, 
who came into the store where 1 worked spoke of 
Rodney King and expressed little grief for the 
dead cop. Again, these were white women. 

Around town, whatever sense of outrage 
that may have been widespread among African- 
Americans seemed to turn against the police 
themselves as police made hundreds — the

He is now being 
represented for free by Peter Erlinder and Jor¬ 
dan Kushner, two progressive lawyers with lim¬ 
ited trial experience. 

'Jury selection in Ford’s trial saw an ener¬ 
getic prosecutorial effort to bump as many people 
of color as possible from the jury. A Japanese- 
American woman was seated, although the 
county attorneys had argued that her parents’ 
experience in U S. concentration camps during 
World War II would make her sympathetic to the 
defense.

Three weeks later, 
police responding to a domestic disturbance call 
shot and killed a Native man who may or may not 
have been wielding a pair of scissors, threatening 
a woman, and acting drunk and abusive. At 
presstime, a protest demonstration is being 
planned. (One hopes that violence against women 
— scissors or no — will be protested, as well as 
police murders.) 

But caution is not the Committee's only trade¬ 
mark. Demos have been lively, featuring often 
hilarious street theater. Weekly meetings have 
drawn in a hardcore of about twenty activists, with 
perhaps fifty more on the periphery. T-shirt sales 
and a hip-hop benefit show have raised nearly a 
thousand dollars for the defense of the Eight. 
Above all, Committee members show a determi¬ 
nation atonce good-natured and serious. Magee’s 
“fear" speech may have been news to passersby 
in the Toaster’s atrium, but Committee members 
know they have their work cut out.

The mainstream press disagreed. More ran¬ 
dom violence by lawless Black men seemed a 
more suitable explanation. At the same time, news 
of similarly lawless (not to mention armed and 
narcotic-smoking) Black men in Somalia was stir¬ 
ring the nation to action. And as the New Year 
dawned, Blacks would continue to be denied entry 
to the U.S. from lawless Haiti, as the new Ameri¬ 
can president broke his campaign promise to 
admit the asylum-seekers. Many Americans, and 
certainly much of white Minneapolis, were in no 
mood to question the official version of the truth. 

That official story now asserts that one of the 
murdered African-American men, Edward Harris, 
was shot by the same gang that purportedly killed 
Jerry Haaf, and to hell with possible evidence of 
racist slayings.

T-shirt sales 
and a hip-hop benefit show have raised nearly a 
thousand dollars for the defense of the Eight. 
Above all, Committee members show a determi¬ 
nation at once good-natured and serious. Magee’s 
“fear” speech may have been news to passersby 
in the Toaster’s atrium, but Committee members 
know they have their work cut out.

anarchistically after a massive earthquake leaves 
them isolated from tlpe rest of the world. I really, 
really enjoyed this story : it’s well-written, it’s rather 
sophisticated in describing how an anarchist soci¬ 
ety might be established (given that it’s a short 
story, too), and it’s positively inspiring in the vision 
it gives of what an anarchist community might look 
like and how it might be built. I believe utopian 
visions like this are absolutely necessary for anar¬ 
chist politics, and the author (Mark Bohnert) has 
done a great job in what has to be an extremely 
ambitious and difficult project. However, I think it’s 
no surprise that the setting of this story is Colum¬ 
bia, MO. Columbia, as you may know, is the home 
of the Columbia Anarchist League and Anarchy 
magazine and while I really like Anarchy, the same 
theoretical problems I have with that magazine I 
also have here, as this short story really is like a 
copy of Anarchy utopianized. I guess we just 
disagree on how anarchy can come about in this 
world. For me, the possibility for anarchy arises in 
a situation where power is spontaneously chal¬ 
lenged and where some serious, nonhierarchical 
anarchist forms of organization (co-ops, collec¬ 
tives, confederations, etc.) have been established 
prior to the uprising so that the revolution takes on 
and sustains a participatory, democratic, and 
nonhierarchical spirit. So for me, anarchy is a 
result of a combination of organization and spon¬ 
taneous action, while in this story it takes a natural 
disaster for anarchy to come about. I’m not really 
keen on waiting for another 40 days and nights of 
flooding before I can work for an anarchist world, 
so I found this premise for revolution unpromising. 

I also disagree with the author’s conception of how 
anarchist organization suddenly erupts spontane¬ 
ously and naturally and relatively easily in the 
community. Basically, the author "naturalizes” 
anarchy, i.e. makes it seem like anarchy is hiding 
just underneath the spectacle if we’ll just let it out 
and let it take it’s “natural” course. I don’t buy this, 
anarchy has to be built politically through struggle 
and deliberation ; it’s not part of “human nature” or 
anything silly like that. I have other disagree¬ 
ments, but those are the main ones. Still, I strongly 
recommend this short story because it’s stimulat¬ 
ing and entertaining reading. By the way, other 
cool anarchist utopian novels worth checking out 
are William Morris’s News From Nowhere and 
Marge Piercy’s Woman on the Edge of Time.

This will be more difficult in a 
couple of months because Azill and Ban 
are supposed to start their military service 
at the end of this year and the car is getting 
very old. Generally, I do try to book our 
European tours by my self with the help of 
some friends from different countries like 
Y@hoo in Germany, Fobiain Spain, Bruno 
in Belgium, Active Minds and Sned in the 
U.K., etc. But it’s hard work; when we did 
our first tour in Europe with NO SECU¬ 
RITY we had a gig in the south of Germany 
and the day after we had to be in Sweden,

Yeah, it was January 22. A friend of mine 
was killed in Freiburg, in the south of Germany, 
by a bomb in a parcel. A friend of hers found it 
on the stairs and she brought it to her and when 
she opened it it exploded and she died. Our 
friend, Kersten, called the ambulance and the 
police, but she died. We in the anti-fascist 
movement believe it was a fascist murder be¬ 
cause they [fascists] announced that they were 
going to do anti- anti-fascist actions, which 
means attacking people or destroying squats or 
attacking infoshops and things like that. The 
day she was killed we had a demonstration with 
about 800 people to let people in the town know 
what happened, and the following Monday we 
had another demonstration and about 10,000 
people came. There were also solidarity ac¬ 
tions throughout the country, in Berlin, Ham¬ 
burg, everywhere. After that the police estab¬ 
lished a commission of twelve people who are 
supposed to find who did the murder, so the first 
thing they did was say that it was probably done 
by a left-wing radical group called RIM — Inter¬ 
national Revolutionary Movement, or some¬ 
thing like that — from Berlin! On the parcel 
something like RIM was written, so the police 
accused RIM, but there is no RIM in Freiburg! 
So then they said it was probably drug dealers

In a way it's very depressing because you 
have the impression that you have to fight alone 
against this massive thing: the police, politi-

There's a big debate about that in the anti- 
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racism to change the constitution to change the 
laws about the ways political refugees can stay 
in Europe. Countries like Germany really want 
to stop immigration so they start spreading stuff 
like, “If immigrants keep coming into this coun¬ 
try we’ll only get poorer and poorer." Once they 
[conservatives] are able to change the constitu¬ 
tion, when they can change political refugees’ 
rights status, that’s when things are going to go 
against real Nazi parties. Like in France, you 
don’t see real fascists on television or newspa¬ 
pers anymore [because the government doesn’t 
need them anymore]. The government uses 
fascists for specific purposes [like changing 
immigration laws]. 

How organized is the anti-fascist move¬ 
ment in Germany? Is It pretty loose, are 
there lots of contacts between groups, is it 
autonomously organized? 

Well, in France there is a national struc¬ 
ture called National Anti-fascist Coordination. It 
structures all the anti-fascist groups and it meets 
every month or two. In Germany it’s more 
autonomous. There’s a lot of groups but there’s 
a lot of contact between them. Some people 
from Gottingen want to create a big, national 
anti-fascist structure that would coordinate all 


fascist movement. Violence is never our goal 
but you have to be aware of the fact that nazis 
kill, you know? So of course you have people 
who want to react violently against fascist vio¬ 
lence. This violence happens in the subways, 
on the streets. It’s just something you have to 
deal with. 

In the U.S., the liberal anti-racist, or 
“non-racist”, movement is really opposed 
to violence. They say the only way to fight 
nazis is with nonviolence because if you use 
violence against nazis then you use their 
tactics and then you become a naziyourself. 
I don't see that attitude anywhere in Europe; 
I don't see anyone here who disagrees with 
the idea that you have to fight nazis using 
any means necessary. Is there a strong 
non violent anti-fascist movement in Europe? 

No no no no. 

Why isn't there one? 

Because the attitude that you have to 
confront nazis wherever they are has always 
existed here. For example, when nazis try to 
organize a demonstration we are there to con¬ 
front them, using violence if necessary. It’s not 
a problem of violence, it’s a problem of if you let 
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these people express themselves than soon 
you won’t have any right to express yourself. 
You have a big liberal nonviolent scene with 
Christian groups and the like, but not in the 
radical scene. We have no choice because 
nazis here carry weapons and if you are at¬ 
tacked by them, what can you do? You can't 
say, “Peace and love, brother," because you’ll 
be dead. It’s a choice; we try to confront nazis 
everywhere they appear because if you let 
them have control of the streets you won’t be 
able to go out. If we hear nazis are meeting at 
a train station we try to go there. If we hear that 
they are in town we try to find out where they are 
so that we can control what they’re doing so 
they don’t attack squats or houses. 

Another issue that always comes up in

and it's probably a part of their strategy, to 
eliminate people they think are dangerous or 
that they don’t like. If you are well-known as an 
anti-fascist in town, you not only have the police 
on your back, you have the fascists and others. 
The times I got sent to the hospital, I don’t know 
why but the press printed my name and address 
and when I got back home I had all these 
skinheads waiting for me and so I had to move. 
It’s not something I think of, it’s just something 
I do from time to time because it’s safer. 

How optimistic are you about the anti¬ 
fascist movement in Europe? Do you think 
It will succeed? 

In a way it’s very sarcastic, but the way I 
see it is that fascism in Germany and Europe 
will stop as soon as the government wants it to.

of course the reac¬ 
tion by the state was 
very very strong and 
brutal because they 
were acting against 
the heart of the state. 
But the fascists just 
kill immigrants, Black 
people, homosexu¬ 
als, crippled people, 
so of course the 
state’s reaction is 
slow and weak. It’s a 
tactic by the state. 
When fascists are ar¬ 
rested, they rarely 
ever get jail time. 
Even if they kill some¬ 
one they only get two 
years or something. 
It just proves in a way 
that the government 
wants to promote this 
kind of thing. If some¬ 
one in the anti-fas¬ 
cist movement got arrested for beating some¬ 
body or killing somebody, s/he’d be in jail for the 
rest of his/her life. For example, an anti-fascist 
in the south of Germany just stole a bomber 
jacket from a skinhead because he was wear¬ 
ing all of this fascist stuff on it, and this guy was 
arrested and served two or three months in jail 
even before his trial, and afterwards he was 
sentenced to two years in jail, just for stealing a 
jacket! A nazi who beats a Black guy to death 
would get two months, three months. There’s 
always two different ways [of applying the law]. 

What are your main criticisms of the 
anti-fascist movement? What do you think 
It’s weaknesses are? 

Probably that we are always doing the 
same thing and trying to act as if the situation 
hasn’t changed. Our politics and our responses 
are maybe not always adapted to the situations. 

How do you mean your responses aren’t 
always adapted to the situation? 

Well, in France our position was always to 
say, for example, that Le Pen was a politician 
just like all the others, and it got kind of banalized. 
To organize everything against Le Pen, to al¬ 
ways react, but never to act on our own. Every 
time the nazis organized something we had to 
react to them. We were always following them, 
and then we finally realized that we were wrong 
in a way because when we really looked at the

The 
basis of our fight is that we don’t want 
fascism [i.e. crime] to spread. We try 
not to let them express themselves 
through tv or newspapers or fliers or on 
the streets because it’s a crime, not an 
idea or philosophy. The “free speech" 
attitude is bullshit because it really 
gives them power and weapons against 
you. That’s why we refuse to speak 
with fascists on television or debate 
with them in newspapers because if you do it 
gives them recognition as if their ideas were 
okay, and that’s exactly what they want to 
achieve. They do this in France, for example, 
with Le Pen, who was always on television 
trying to explain that he’s not a nazi, he’s just a 
nationalist. With this whole nazi and racist 
propaganda, if they can talk in the newspapers 
and television the issue becomes banal and 
people talk about it as if it isn’t a crime. This free 
speech thing has absolutely nothing to do with 
us. 

One thing that I’ve seen in Europe that 
I think is really encouraging Is that every 
punk gig I go to, everyone is wearing "Gegen 
Nazis” [Destroy Fascism] patches. Is the 
anti-fascist movement strong among punk 
and youth cultures in general? 

Yeah yeah yeah, definitely. It’s always 
been like that. Many punks are really involved 
in squats and anti-fascist groups and go to 
demonstrations. It’s really big, especially in the

In England we have a lot of contacts, in 
London, Scotland, everywhere. We used to 
organize European antifascist meetings with 
people from England, Holland, Germany, 
France, Spain, and stuff. In the U.S. of course 
we have lots of contacts, too, but of course we 
don’t work with them in the same way because 
most of the time we cannot meet these people. 
But we exchange information, newspapers, and 
work with lots of groups. 

Do you see the anti-fascist movement 
being anti-capitalist as well, or do you see It 
as being pretty much Just strictly anti-fas¬ 
cist? 

No, here in Germany it’s very strongly 
against fascism, sexism, and capitalism. This is 
what distinguishes us from other, liberal, anti¬ 
fascist groups or movements. Lots of people 
are against fascism but not everyone is against 
the origins of fascism. Here, the basis of the 
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anti-fascist in town, you not only have the police 
on your back, you have the fascists and others. 
The times I got sent to the hospital, I don’t know 
why but the press printed my name and address 
and when I got back home I had all these 
skinheads waiting for me and so I had to move. 
It's not something I think of, it’s just something 
I do from time to time because it’s safer. 

How optimistic are you about the anti¬ 
fascist movement in Europe? Do you think 
it will succeed? 

In a way it’s very sarcastic, but the way I 
see it is that fascism in Germany and Europe 
will stop as soon as the government wants it to.

in the south of Germany just stole a bomber 
jacket from a skinhead because he was wear¬ 
ing all of this fascist stuff on it, and this guy was 
arrested and served two or three months in jail 
even before his trial, and afterwards he was 
sentenced to two years in jail, just for stealing a 
jacket! A nazi who beats a Black guy to death 
would get two months, three months. There’s 
always two different ways [of applying the law]. 

What are your main criticisms of the 
anti-fascist movement? What do you think 
it’s weaknesses are? 

Probably that we are always doing the 
same thing and trying to act as if the situation 
hasn’t changed. Our politics and our responses 
are maybe not always adapted to the situations. 

How do you mean your responses aren’t 
always adapted to the situation? 

Well, in France our position was always to 
say, for example, that Le Pen was a politician 
just like all the others, and it got kind of banalized. 
To organize everything against Le Pen, to al¬ 
ways react, but never to act on our own. Every 
time the nazis organized something we had to 
react to them. We were always following them, 
and then we finally realized that we were wrong 
in a way because when we really looked at the 
impact people like Le Pen had, we realized that 
more people were believing his stuff than in 
ours. So not seeing that the situation is always 
evolving. 

So you ’re saying the anti-fascist move¬ 
ment has to take a more active stance as 
opposed to a reactive stance? 

Yeah, especially in trying to cover more 
topics than only anti-fascism. In the beginning 
we were just strictly an anti-fascist and anti¬ 
sexist and anti-imperialist group. We needed

fascism [i.e. crime] to spread. We try 
not to let them express themselves 
through tv or newspapers or fliers or on 
the streets because it’s a crime, not an 
idea or philosophy. The “free speech" 
attitude is bullshit because it really 
gives them power and weapons again st 
you. That’s why we refuse to speak 
with fascists on television or debate 
with them in newspapers because if you do it 
gives them recognition as if their ideas were 
okay, and that’s exactly what they want to 
achieve. They do this in France, for example, 
with Le Pen, who was always on television 
trying to explain that he's not a nazi, he's just a 
nationalist. With this whole nazi and racist 
propaganda, if they can talk in the newspapers 
and television the issue becomes banal and 
people talk about it as if it isn’t a crime. This free 
speech thing has absolutely nothing to do with 
us. 

One thing that We seen in Europe that 
I think Is really encouraging is that every 
punk gig I go to, everyone is wearing “Gegen 
Nazis" [Destroy Fascism] patches. Is the 
anti-fascist movement strong among punk 
and youth cultures In general? 

Yeah yeah yeah, definitely. It’s always 
been like that. Many punks are really involved 
in squats and anti-fascist groups and go to 
demonstrations. It’s really big, especially in the 
punk scene, which is very political here in 
Europe. It’s great because now a trend for 
youth in East Germany is to be a nazi and so it’s 
great that hardcore bands are promoting these 
anti-fascist ideas because maybe young people 
who are wearing bomber jackets and Doc Mar¬ 
tens will say, “I was wrong" and maybe will 
become active in the anti-fascist movement. 
You also have lots of old punk bands in Ger¬ 
many like Slime and others who are playing 
again and playing a lot in places like East 
Germany. Some people might say this is a bad 
thing because they’re just doing it for the money 
but I personally don’t care because bands like 
Slime have a very radical anti-fascist message, 
so maybe they can bring that to East Germany. 

Yeah, I think It's really great that the 
anti-fascist movement here in Germany 
doesn't seem to be exclusively a political 
movement. It’s also an entire culture. I think 
a lot of youth aren’t going to be interes ted in 
straightforward political activities, at least 
not in the United States. Here there's a 


rope have a lot of contact with anti-fascist 
groups off the continent? 

In England we have a lot of contacts, in 
London, Scotland, everywhere. We used to 
organize European antifascist meetings with 
people from England, Holland, Germany, 
France, Spain, and stuff. In the U.S. of course 
we have lots of contacts, too, but of course we 
don't work with them in the same way because 
most of the time we cannot meet these people. 
But we exchange information, newspapers, and 
work with lots of groups. 

Do you see the anti-fascist movement 
being anti-capitalist as well, or do you see It 
as being pretty much just strictly anti-fas¬ 
cist? 

No, here in Germany it’s very strongly 
again st fascism, sexism, and capitalism. This is 
what distinguishes us from other, liberal, anti¬ 
fascist groups or movements. Lots of people 
are against fascism but not everyone is against 
the origins of fascism. Here, the basis of the 
fight against fascism is the fight against capital¬ 
ism. 

You were talking earlier today about 
how you have to move around a lot due to 
threats of violence against you. Do you 
want to talk about that a little bit more? 

It’s just that in the town I come from in 
France, we know who the fascists are and 
where they live and they probably know the 
same about us. The thing is, they have connec¬ 
tions with the police, who give them information. 
I’m pretty sure about that because in France we 
had a fascist trade union that was very strong in 
the police departments, and I'm pretty sure the 
police gave nazis or their friends information. 
So it’s always better not to always be at the 
same address if you can; it’s safer. I was 
attacked by nazis a few times and I had to go to 
the hospital a few times and it’s something I 
don’t want to happen again. It’s best if they 
know as little about you as possible. The case 
of Kersten in Freiberg proves that it’s not a 
game or paranoia; Nazis can kill people now

Two Step for the In the Spirit of Total Resis¬ 
tance comp that we wrote together we actu¬ 
ally sat down and discussed the topic, differ¬ 
ent ideas about it and how we all felt. Now, on 
a couple songs we all just write our own lyrics 
to a certain part of .the song and then throw it 
all together, so one song will have a few 
perspectives. 

Mary- As far as personal relations go, it is just 
like any sort of relationship, there are prob¬ 
lems that come up and it is just a matter of 
continuing to communicate with each other. It 
is like a big weird relationship because you 
definitely can't make music or anything fun if 
you are at each other’s throats. You just have 
to keep open minded. 

P.E. The band is also non-traditional in the 
sense that there are two women and two men 
in the band. It isn't all women or all men or only a 
female singer. How do issues like gender play in 
to these kind of band politics? 

Aron- I think it works out great. Me and Crito 
talked about this, and from a boy’s point of view, 
we do not want to be in an all boy band. For one, 
it is kind of boring, it’s so tired. The interlocking 
gender identity of the band (I know that sounds 
cheesy) seems to work just as well as the different 
types of music coming in to it. There is a nice 


seems cooler to have a real close creative project 
like this that is also a mixed gender. The dynamics 
are more wide ranging and it has made me grow 
a lot faster as far as interaction on a creative basis.

In the band, 
we can do benefits for different projects and I learn 
a lot from these projects which feeds back into the 
music, the lyrics, and the way we work together as 
a band. As an example, the last show we played 
with Pissed and Rabid Rooster had a definite 
feeling of community within the musical and politi¬ 
cal scene and that it can work together. I don’t 
know if my feelings were false, but it felt really cool.

Crito- Not really. 

Mary- This is the only way I’ve ever written songs, 

I can’t imagine it any other way. 

Audrey- I think its been easier. With my experi¬ 
ence the guitar player is the most temperamental 
member of any band and doing without that is 
great. 

Crito- I think that’s one reason this band has 
worked so well. Number one were not really 
contrived, never really forced ourselves to form a 
band, it just kind of fell into place because we all 
had a lot in common. 

Aron- Everything fell together really well in terms 
of where we all come in with the different perspec¬ 
tives of the four of us. It interlocks really well with 
influences and where our sounds come together. 
Everyone takes a different part of it, the writing of 
our music is cool because everyone contributes. 
Mary- There is no lead anywhere, we all do a little 
bit of everything. 

Aron- Usually drummers just play drums, but 
Audrey has certain ideas about the way she wants 
to sound. Things keep progressing forward. Our 
style of music works really well because Mary’s 
bassline is really bumpy but it’s still bright, so it has 
high end and bottom end. My bass has high end 
and low end - it is very distorted. Audrey’s snare 
is so tight it really kicks in well with Mary and I. 
Crito’s sax just brings all these weird components 
into it. Joe’s trombone was a noisy companion to 


blend, all the different points of view opens up the 
range for people to enjoy. 

Audrey- I shied away from being in an all girl band 
intentionally. I think it is too easy to fall mto that 
cliche and I don't think that all girl bands challenge 
themselves to progress musically really, although 
there are exceptions to this. Its like there is a 
separate standard for them and they don’t have to 
know how to play to succeed. I’m not really into 
that. I really respect musicians who put the time in 
and get their licks down. 

Mary- Alot of times even though they do knowhow 
to play, its not even considered. People just say, 
“Oh, they’re an all girl band they don’t need to 
know how to play. ’’ Even if they are really ten times 
better than most boy bands out there. They still 
are looked over because of that. As far as I’m 
concerned I wasn't really looking one way or 
another. I always thought, male or female, It really 
doesn't matter It’s just people making music, but 
things have came up. It is nice to see the different 
places we are all coming from. 

P.E. Audrey, having been in an all woman band 
before, how does that compare to Dogfight not just 
musically but with internal band politics as well? 
Audrey- The women I was in Burning Bush with 
were really fantastic musicians, they were chal¬ 
lenging and that was pretty unique I think. They 
were really great friends and I miss that. There are 
certain things women can sit around and talk 
about that I would never be able to talk about with 
Aron and Crito for obvious reasons. I kind of miss 
that chatty time, but I feel really comfortable in this 
band. I like Dogfight more in the sense that people 
can’t stereotype this band like they did with Burn¬ 
ing Bush. You know, like an all girl band, I hope 
they are cute or whatever. 

P.E. You were saying the friendship is different in 
an all woman band, and you like that, but then you 
criticize a lot of those bands. 

Audrey- Musically, yes I do. 

Crito- This is one of the first creative projects I’ve 
done with a lot of people, and we’ve been around 
like a year now. We have progressed as far as our 
interactions with each other. Learning more and 
more how to deal with each others problems, 
about who we are and what our quirks are. It 


job/work shit. 

Crito- I do a lot of shit for Profane Existence and 
I finally got my own zine done as of today, No 
External Compulsion #6. What else? I've been 
working on increasing my reading and writing 
now. I’m trying to learn to be more self sufficient 
by learning how to do more gardening, sewing, 
crafts, and making soymilk and stuff like that. That 
is really important to me right now. 

Mary- I live in a pretty collective situation, at least 
we are trying to be as much as we can. This can 
be challenging, butfun. Justbeing connected with 
a lot of people all over the country who are doihg 
similar projects to these. I also work in daycare. 
It's pretty important, the way I work there I try to 
carry on my ideas about authority to the kids and 
give them good ideas. Day to day living and 
relating to other people always keeps your mind 
working. 

Audrey- I work at the New Riverside Cafe, it's a 
vegetarian worker-owned collective on the West 
Bank. It has become a really big part of my life and 
it has coloured the way I see the world. I’ll never 
take an order from someone in the same way 
again, I don’t think I’ll ever be able to have a boss 
again. 

Aron- I think as we tour we’ll learn how our 
perspectives on this band will effect how we learn 
from people and teach people. Self- sufficiency is 
a big part of my politics I guess. 

P.E. I would think that touring the US would help. 
Especially considering that you are from Minne¬ 
apolis., everyone we know is involved in some¬ 
thing or done something. Politics and working 
non-hierarchically and collectively is second na¬ 
ture to our friends. We wouldn’t even think of 
something like who is going to be the boss. That 
is a totally foreign concept to all of us here and it 
is totally natural for us to have an anarchist influ¬ 
ence on the way we live our lives. I’m sure touring 
for you will be a real jolting shocker because 
Minneapolis is really unique. Dogfight seems to 
be one of the most popular bands here among 
anarchist folks and It’ll be a real jolt when you go

It doesn’t seem to me that a touring band would 
stay long enough to get any sense of the commu¬ 
nity.

Aron- I think it will be a good chance because a 
band is a good vehicle where people will actually 
listen to you if they like it.

out here and I have been in Dogfight for a year and 
our 7" is getting put out and we're doing interviews.

Aron- I think we deserve it. It's all four of us that 
got things done. I got in touch with people for this 
comp and Mary knows people. It's all another 
element of the collective process although it can 
get a little spoiling. You truly put your time in. 
P.E. In reference to Pissed touring, I don't even 
feel comfortable with people saying we deserve it. 
Some bands that are really good didn't do any¬ 
thing but play music. Whereas a big part of this 
underground scene isn't even music. It’s making 
fanzines, having contacts with other people. That’s 
the only way you are going to get anywhere, at 
least in the underground music scene, unless 
you’re just an amazing band in a big city where 
people are just falling over to see you. You have 
to write mail, you have to do interviews with small 
bands, and make contacts. Dogfight seems to 
have done all that. You have all helped build the 
community that makes it possible for people to set 
up a label and put out music for a cool band that 
they are friends with. You don't deserve it, you did 
it. 

Aron- I’d rather work with friends any day, with 
Collective Chaos, we just became friends with 
them. I trust James because we're into the same 
things. As for Profane, there is a lot of mutual trust 
and respect. I think if we want to work together it's 
good to have these things in common. 

Crito- What you’re saying, Audrey, with the two 
bands Dogfight and Burning Bush could be a 
regional thing. I don’t know 
what kind of support there 
would be for a female band 
in Phoenix in comparison to 
Minneapolis. 

Audrey- When I answered 
that question I wasn't really 
thinking of gender or why 
specifically women are more 
popular or whatever. I think 
they have really radical 
ideas, they're not putting out 
fanzines or anything but they 
just don't know the same 
people that we do and I think 
that's what it all boils down 
to.

I want to talk about “normal people" this 
issue, i.e. those everyday folks who aren't anar¬ 
chists, punks, feminists, etc. Most radicals 
today have a funny attitude about these people, 
“the masses." On the one hand our political 
activities, theories, and propaganda are all about 
creating a new society that will liberate “the 
masses" from tyranny and exploitation, a soci¬ 
ety to be built by these masses themselves. 
However, when we’re asked why our move¬ 
ments are so small, we shrug and mumble that 
the masses are ignorant and are "brainwashed” 
by society’s rules (or religion, or patriotism, 
or...). Folks are “blind" and need to “wake up"; 
most of 'em are stupid, racist, misogynist, ho¬ 
mophobic fools who should all just rot in their 
easy chairs while watching “Cops” on TV. In the 
words of one would-be punk prophet, “the 
masses are asses." This attitude is not only a 
contradiction, it’s also a big reason why I think 
our political movements are so small. If we want 
to make our political movements a threat to the 
powers that be we need to drop this belief in the 
"ignorant masses" and quick. 

I think all the zines, song lyrics, books and 
protests that demand people to “wake up” to the 
"real truth” of the misery of this world are cop- 
outs. Don’t get me wrong; I’m not saying that I 
believe that this society really is democratic and 
free or that some people actually do win the 
lottery or anything ridiculous like that. What I’m 
saying is that people who think the masses 
believe these things because they are “stupid" 
directs radicals’ righteous anger in the wrong 
places. Instead of attacking the masses for 


workers of the industrialized world should have 
revolted a long time ago. However, worldwide 
socialist revolution hasn’t happened yet and in 
the few places where it has (China, Vietnam, 
USSR, etc.), it occurred in countries largely 
comprised of peasants (who Marx thought were 
about as important as horse dung for revolu¬ 
tion), not the proletariat. What went wrong? 
Intellectual leftoids traditionally explain this away 
with the theory of “false consciousness”: the 
masses haven’t revolted against capitalism yet 
because the ruling class not only controls the 
means of production that force us to slave away 
for their benefit, they also control the means of 
our society’s cultural production (schools, en¬ 
tertainment, media, etc.) and they use this 
control to fool us into not only putting up with our 
oppression, but enjoying it, too. 

It almost makes sense, don’t it? People 
embrace their oppression because they've been 
fooled by the system, so what we need to do is 
show them the real truth so they’ll come around 
and see things the way we do and work with us 
to change the world. This is one reason why 
Marxists form political parties: they think that 
the only thing that can make people see how 
oppressed they really are is through the guid¬ 
ance of a Party. Hating Parties (but loving 
parties), feminists and anarchists and punks 
and other miscreants use zines, records, dem¬ 
onstrations, etc. to try to show the masses the 
“true way". Unfortunately, we still work under 
the Marxist assumption that the masses are 
brainwashed and need to be led to “The Truth" 
by the enlightened few (who just happen to be 
us). This view is fucked 
up and authoritarian. It 
talks down to people, it 
treats them as stupid, it 
strips them of their dig¬ 
nity, and it will never work 
because, ironically, 


political culture. For example, in American 
society nonviolent forms of protest are the only 
acceptable forms of resistance for both the 
ruling class and progressives, therefore if I say 
that violence isn’t always bad I am “wrong". 
There’s no "objective truth" to this belief in 
nonviolence and I am certainly not “brain¬ 
washed" by Class War or whomever because I 
believe that violence will likely occur in a revo¬ 
lutionary situation; I am “wrong” because my 
beliefs run contrary to deeply held values in this 
society. 

If I want to change these deeply held 
beliefs and convince people that violence in 
some situations has its place (like in the fight 
against fascism, for example), I think the best 
way to do it is not to say that people are all wrong 
and brainwashed by our liberal American cul¬ 
ture into believing that the only valid form of 
political opposition is nonviolent resistance 
(though I confess it’s tempting) but to promote 
a cultural and political shift in the radical move¬ 
ment a shift that redefines “truth" so that people’s 
politics aren’t immediately dismissed if they’re 
not nonviolent. In Germany, for example, you 
will find few punks or anarchists who would 
disagree with me when I say that fascists need 
to be confronted and defeated wherever they 
organize, using violence if necessary. What 
needs to be done in the US is to change the 
political attitudes among radical circles in the 
US to a situation more like it is in Germany, 
where the use of violence against Nazis is a 
legitimate option, before the fascist white-power 
scum get as popular here as they are over 
there.

Weapons of the Weak, which looks at peasant 
resistance in rural Asia.] 

3) These answers may be fine and dandy, 
but they don’t account for everyone. I think 
there are some people who aren’t brainwashed 
by the system, nor do they resist it. I think some 
people genuinely enjoy this sick system be¬ 
cause they benefit from it. George Bush and Bill 
Clinton aren’t brainwashed fools; they are men 
who have used the privilege and power ac¬ 
corded to their race and sex and class position 
to mold the world in their favor and in the favor 
of people like them. (Of course I'm a white 
male, too, but I like to think that I’m using my 
privileged status in this society to undermine 
society and the privilege it grants me. It’s my 
responsibility to use my power to support others 
so that one day we will all have equal social and 
political power.) People like Clinton and Al 
Gore and Lee lococca aren't brainwashed, they 
are our enemies , plain and simple. People who 
like this system because they profit off of it are 
those we must struggle against. I know that 
because this is Profane Existence you think I 
mean we need to run out and bash all their 
heads, but I don't. I mean that we have to 
devise tactics and strategies that confront people 
like them and hold them responsible for their 
actions while celebrating all people struggling 
against the New World Order at the same time. 

As soon as I start talking about politics as 
a struggle of the powerful against the powerless 
(to put it very crudely), someone always gets 
upset and blubbers something about how people 
can change, so don’t drive them away from your 
cause by declaring them your enemy. Well, of 
course people change, but social classes DON'T 
change. The rich will always abuse and exploit 
the poor even if Donald Trump gives all his 
millions to the New Jersey anarchist collec¬ 
tives. Some people may change but most won’t 
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our political movomoms aro so sman i r wo warn 
to make our political movements a threat to the 
powers that be we need to drop this belief in the

But if there is no objective truth, then, is 
everyone right? What standards do we have to 
determine whether a Nazi’s ideas are better 
than an anti-racist’s if we can’t say that anti¬ 
racists are right and Nazis are wrong? I think 
such standards exist but they come not from 
"the truth" but from our society’s values and

However, due to physical or 
political limitations (anything from death squad 
terror in Central America to lack of experience 
in democratic processes in the US), a lot of 
people aren’t able to organize effectively and 
resist collectively. People don’t blindly obey, 
they resist in any ways they can. Sometimes 
they don’t even see it as blatant resistance: 
timecard padding, loafing on the job, lying to 
your boss, cheating the landlord, cheating on 
your taxes, stealing stuff from work, sabotaging 
capital. Sure, people do these things for self- 
iqterested reasons, but don’t ignore the impor- 


because to do so would mean they have to give 
up too much of their wealth, and the system of 
injustices certainly won’t change unless we 
challenge it. The belief in false consciousness 
carries with it this residual feeling that while a 
jerk like Tom Metzger is stupid, he can be 
changed if we try hard enough. Not. In resisting 
this world, radicals need to realize that not 
everyone is going to join us, and while that’s 
sad, these people also do it for a reason: they 
benefit from the status quo and won’t surrender 
their privilege without a fight. 

What's Wrong With 
the Masses? 

But if the masses aren’t asses, how can 
we explain why so many people are elitist, 
racist, sexist, homophobic, and generally intol¬ 
erant of others? Who else but a moron would 
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actively support such behavior? I believe that 
most people (including myself) are fucked up in 
these ways due to the world we live in more than 
due to their own conscious decision to be a 
rapist or a fag-basher or whatever. People 
everywhere do what they feel is necessary to 
survive, and in doing so, they usually fill a role 
according to the needs of social institutions. 
For example, capitalism needs a large pool of 
unemployed workers to keep wages down, so 
some people become unemployed and blame 
immigrants for it.

If we stop assuming 
the masses are asses and concentrate on the 
political and social conditions that make people 
"asses," the anarchist movement might just 
become threatening again.

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PERUVIAN ANARCHISTS 
JAILED BY GOVT 

SUPPORT DESPERATELY NEEDED... 



Peruvian anarchist Victor Hugo Navarro 
Huarmiyuri remains in the custody of DINCOTE 
(Direccion Nacional contra ei Terrorismo), the 
anti-terrorist section of the Peruvian National Po¬ 
lice after being detained Sunday May 9, 1993, 
while leaving the maximum-security prison Miguel 
Castro-Castro in Lima, Peru. Victor was visiting 
anarchist political prisoner Andres Villaverde 
Aguilar. Victor was detained along with an older 
brother of Andres; Andres’s brother also remains 
in the custody of DINCOTE. (We are currently 
trying to find out his full name.) A third person, 
Pablo Salazar Devereaux, a US citizen of Peru¬ 
vian descent and current member of the Love & 
Rage Production Group in NYC, was with Victor 
and Andres’s brother at the time of the detentions. 
Although Pablo wasn’t detained at that time, an 
arrest warrant has been issued for him by 
DINCOTE. All three are being investigated as 
possible members of PCP-Sendero Luminoso 
(Peruvian Communist Party - Sendero Luminoso), 
the Shining Path. Asanarchists, Pablo, Victor and 
Andres clearly do not support the authoritarian 
PCP-SL nor would they ever be members of it. 
Andres’s brother is not a member nor a supporter 
either. 

Victor and Andres’s brother were detained 
after visiting Andres in Miguel Castro-Castro prison 
(Sunday is the only day on which prisoners are 
permitted male visitors). That prison is being 
slowly converted into a Peruvian version of a 
control-unit facility modeled after Stahnheim in 
Germany or USP Marion in the United States, a 
process which began after the police intervention 
in May 1992 in which more than forty prisoners 
(almost entirely members of the PCP-Sendero 
Luminoso) were killed. 

Part of this conversion has been a strict 
control over visitor access; all visitors are required 
fill out a detailed entrance form and give finger¬ 
prints, pass several security checkpoints and fi¬ 
nally are strip-searched before entering the prison 
(sometimes including a full body-cavity search). 
The exit procedure is similar to the entrance 


pected of trying to communicate secretly 
between imprisoned members of the PCP- 
Sendero Luminoso or MRTA (Movimiento 
Revolucionario Tupac Amaru — a more 
traditional, foco-style guerrilla group) and 
members of those organizations outside the 
prison. When they searched Andres’ brother, 
the prison security (all of whom are mem¬ 
bers of a special tactical unit of the Peruvian 
National Police with ties to DINCOTE) dis¬ 
covered several photocopied articles about 
the International Campaign for the Release 
of Andres Villaverde Aguilar from the North 
American anarchist periodical Love & Rage. 

Both Victor and Andres’s brother were 
detained for further questioning and were 
taken to DINCOTE headquarters in the 
Prefectura de la Policia Nacional del Peru in 
the center of Lima. The prison security 
didn’t realize that Pablo was with Victor and 
Andres’s brother and he was able to leave 
the prison without problems. The next day, 
Monday May 10, agents of DINCOTE 
searched Victor's residence, El Hueco (The 
Pit), an alternative culture center. Pablo left 
Peru the morning of Tuesday May 11, on a 
flight he had scheduled the week before. 

Later that day, however, an arrest order for Pablo 
was issued by DINCOTE and the police at the 
airport were ordered to detain him if he tried to 
leave the country. DINCOTE seemingly is (or 
was) unaware that Pablo had left Peru already, 
and on Thursday May 13, they ransacked the 
houses of his unde and his cousins. Currently, 
agents of DINCOTE in unmarked cars are waiting 
outside those houses to arrest Pablo should he 
return. 

These detentions and investigations have 
the potential of causing serious problems for the 
Peruvian anarchist/autonomous community as well 
as for the solidarity campaign to free Andres 
Villaverde Aguilar. Thanks to the organizational 
efforts of members of the Love & Rage Production 
Group in NYC and anti-authoritarians in the San 


investigation, it is quite possible that DINCOTE 
will try to characterize the entire Peruvian anar¬ 
chist/autonomous movement as pro-Sendero and 
will increase the repression against them. Also, 
Andres’s lawyer is concerned that this investiga¬ 
tion will adversely affect Andres’s upcoming case; 
it is possible that Andres's case could be heard as 
early as this July by a Tribunal Sin Rostro (Face¬ 
less Tribunal) — special courts established after 
President Alberto Fujimori’s coup in April 1992 
and composed of three hooded judges who try 
cases of accused terrorists.

ment has mobilized and is trying to use the money 
sent by the North American and European anar¬ 
chist movements (money was received from Spain, 
Germany, Canada and the United States) to facili¬ 
tate the release of Victor and Andres's brother 
through subtle legal maneuvering. They have 
asked us not to undertake a full political mobiliza¬ 
tion as of yet as they are still waiting to see the 
results of these legal maneuvers. However, we 
should be prepared to start such a mobilization 
should these attempts fail. Already Americas 
Watch is aware of the situation and has committed 
to aiding this effort. We would like to thank those 
groups and individuals who have helped this cam¬ 
paign through monetary donations and dissemi¬ 
nation of information. 

There is still a need for additional funds to aid 
the detainees as well as for the Andres Villaverde 
Aguilar Legal Defense Fund. Detainees in 
DINCOTE are not provided with food, and are only 
able to eat if someone on the outside brings them 
food every day. The Peruvian anarchist/autono¬ 
mist prisoner support groups will be very strained 
by this obligation, so ongoing help is necessary. 
Regarding funds to Andres: his case, as was 
stated, could be heard very shortly. His lawyer 
estimates the legal costs at $3,000 or more. There 
is absolutely no possibility of the Peruvians raising 
this money by themselves. Contributions from 
individuals and groups are desperately needed. 
In addition, we need commitments from organiza¬ 
tions and individuals who are prepared to partici¬ 
pate in further political mobilization should that be 
necessary. Pablo Salazar Devereaux and other 
members of the Peruvian Solidarity Project (PSP) 
are also available for speaking to groups about the 
current situation in Peru, from an anarchist per¬ 
spective.

Rage Production Group in NYC, was with Victor 
and Andres’s brother at the time of the detentions. 
Although Pablo wasn’t detained at that time, an 
arrest warrant has been issued for him by 
DINCOTE. All three are being investigated as 
possible members of PCP-Sendero Luminoso 
(Peruvian Communist Party - Sendero Luminoso), 
the Shining Path. As anarchists, Pablo, Victor and 
Andres clearly do not support the authoritarian 
PCP-SL nor would they ever be members of it. 
Andres's brother is not a member nor a supporter 
either. 

Victor and Andres’s brother were detained 
after visiting Andres in Miguel Castro-Castro prison 
(Sunday is the only day on which prisoners are 
permitted male visitors). That prison is being 
slowly converted into a Peruvian version of a 
control-unit facility modeled after Stahnheim in 
Germany or USP Marion in the United States, a 
process which began after the police intervention 
in May 1992 in which more than forty prisoners 
(almost entirely members of the PCP-Sendero 
Luminoso) were killed. 

Part of this conversion has been a strict 
control over visitor access; all visitors are required 
fill out a detailed entrance form and give finger¬ 
prints, pass several security checkpoints and fi¬ 
nally are strip-searched before entering the prison 
(sometimes including a full body-cavity search). 
The exit procedure is similar to the entrance 
procedure, although it is not typical for people 
exiting to be strip-searched. On Sunday, May 9, 
however, all visitors were strip-searched upon 
leaving as well as upon entering (it is not clear if 
this was a one-time occurrence or a permanent 
change in exit procedure). Pablo was searched 
first, and, as nothing unusual was found in his 
possession, he passed on to the next check-point. 
However, a letter from Andres to an anarchist 
friend outside the prison was found in Victor’s 
possession. Although the contents of the letter 
are uncertain, the mere possession of such a letter 
is a violation of prison rules; all letters to and from 
inmates must be sent via the prison mail service 
where they are read by SI N (Servido de Inteligenda 
Nadonal), the Peruvian intelligence agency that 
combines the functions of the FBI and CIA. Any¬ 
one attempting to bring letters in or out of the 
prison by any other means is automatically sus- 
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Both Victor and Andres’s brother were 
detained for further questioning and were 
taken to DINCOTE headquarters in the 
Prefectura de la Policia Nacional del Peru in 
the center of Lima. The prison security 
didn’t realize that Pablo was with Victor and 
Andres’s brother and he was able to leave 
the prison without problems. The next day, 
Monday May 10, agents of DINCOTE 
searched Victor’s residence, El Hueco (The 
Pit), an alternative culture center. Pablo left 
Peru the morning of Tuesday May 11, on a 
flight he had scheduled the week before. 

Later that day, however, an arrest order for Pablo 
was issued by DINCOTE and the police at the 
airport were ordered to detain him if he tried to 
leave the country. DINCOTE seemingly is (or 
was) unaware that Pablo had left Peru already, 
and on Thursday May 13, they ransacked the 
houses of his unde and his cousins. Currently, 
agents of DINCOTE in unmarked cars are waiting 
outside those houses to arrest Pablo should he 
return. 

These detentions and investigations have 
the potential of causing serious problems for the 
Peruvian anarchist/autonomous community as well 
as for the solidarity campaign to free Andres 
Villaverde Aguilar. Thanks to the organizational 
efforts of members of the Love & Rage Production 
Group in NYC and anti-authoritarians in the San 
Frandsco Bay Area, and to contributions from all 
over the United States, Canada and Spain, $860 
was sent to Peru to help facilitate the release of 
Victor and Andres’s brother. However, the inves¬ 
tigation against Victor, Andres’s brother and Pablo 
is complicated by the fact that the agent in charge 
of the investigation, Lieutenant Minaya of Group 4 
(Delta) of DINCOTE, believes that the involve¬ 
ment of Pablo in this matter as well as the pres¬ 
ence of photocopied articles from Love & Rage 
points to an international connection in this case. 
Since the activities of supporters of the PCP- 
Sendero Luminoso in the United States and Eu¬ 
rope have been the subject of investigation by SIN 
and it is commonly assumed by Peruvian security 
forces that all international solidarity work with 
Peru is directed by pro-Sendero groups, Lieuten¬

BOOK REVIEWS 


Johnson, Gary. Ol! The view from the dead 
end of the street Babylon: Manchester, 1983. 
This is a pretty goofy book but interesting to put in 
context. Whether Oi was a legitimate movement 
or Gary Bushell’s idea to cash in on the second 
wave of punk bands is open to debate. 

Johnson attempts to document Oi and give it 
a manifesto as a movement of dispossessed 
youth—punks, skins, and rude boys united around 
Oi. He has plenty of rhetoric against politicians 
and the media. One draws the conclusion from 
this book that the early 80’s UK punk scene was 
solidly working class and dominated by bands like 
Blitz, 4 Skins, Cockney Rejects and Vice Squad. 

I have the feeling he only captures one side of the 
scene as a lot of other bands were around at the 
same time (Discharge, Chaos UK, Dirt, Flux, Mob) 
and it’s hard to pin a class label on punk so 
sweepingly. I guess the best thing about this book 
is the photos. Although a lot are of skinheads 
there’s some good live photos of bands and crowds. 
Working class rip-off? You be the judge. 

Reid, Jamie and Jon Savage. Up They Rise: 
The Incomplete Works of Jamie Reid. Faber & 
Faber: London, 1987. A fascinating look into the 
life and works of Jamie Reid. Reid is best known 
as being the artist behind the Sex Pistols shocking 
graphics. This book puts his tenure with the Sex 
Pistols in context with his art school experiences, 
his involvement with the anarchist movement, and 
his later work. (Reid currently puts out the maga¬ 
zine Vague.) The book is lavishly illustrated with 
Reid’s works and press clippings and there is an 
extensive text dealing with each piece, its inspira¬ 
tion and Reid’s life. Most interesting to me was the 
section dealing with the Sex Pistols and how 
incredibly controversial they were combined with 
Reid’s graphics. Reid was certainly a talented and 
subversive artist who was in the right place at the 
right time. Without his involvement the Pistols 
would have appeared much more like a typical 
rock n’ roll band rather than a subversive assault 
on English society. All in all an excellent document 
of a provocative artist who has had a big impact on 


As a reviewer of punk books I’ve noticed a lot of the 
books published by people in the movement tend 
to have sparse text in unusually large type. It 
would seem that this serves only to increase the 
size of the book and justify selling it for 10 or 15 
bucks when it contains less info than most fanzines. 
I paid $15 each for Up They Rise and Punk 77. Up 
They Rise was large format, 145 pages with 
hundreds of illustrations and extensive, detailed 
text. Punk 77ran 97 pages, was small format, and 
the type was so large it only took an hour or so to 
read it. I don’t want to criticize anyone's DIY effort 
to publish stuff but I see so much space wasted 
that could have been used for more photos, inter¬ 
views, or in-depth text. 

Also reviewed this time around are two ex¬ 
cellent discographies. 

Flex! USHC DiscographyThls is an essential 
monumental discography of US and Canadian 
Hardcore records. Thousands of records are in¬ 
cluded with info on labels, pressings, colored vinyl 
etc. All are reviewed briefly in English and exten¬ 
sively in German. All tracks are listed and sleeves 
pictured. This is an absolute must for anyone into 
record collecting. I do have some criticisms but 
don’t let that discourage you from buying this 
despite the high price — it's invaluable. This tends 
to concentrate on NY, Boston and DC hardcore 
from the early 80’s. Early 80’s stuff is best repre¬ 
sented but some important *77-79 stuff also ap¬ 
pears. However there is a big gap from ’85 to ’89 
with few listings other than a large number of 
listings from the last few years, which are by no 
means comprehensive — basically no different 
from the review section of a zine which only gets 
a few records a month. I would have aimed at 
being more comprehensive in a specific time 
period (*76-85?) rather than real strong for the 
early 80’$, weak for mid 80’s, and a sampling from

The reviews are generally accurate descriptions 
although I don’t agree with some of their ratings — 
that’s a matter of taste. One thing I would’ve added 
would be to list the city a band was from which 
makes it easier to pinpoint the era/scene a band 
was associated with. I’m also annoyed by the use 
of "Minnesota" as an adjective to describe a bands 
sound. The reviewer mentions Outcry, and Willful 
Neglect as having “Minnesota influences." Of 
course they are both from Minnesota! But other 
bands from different parts of the country are 
reviewed as having a “Minnesota Sound"; what 
kind of sound is that? Like old Husker Du? Like 
new Husker Du? Like Final Conflict? Like Misery? 
Gimme a break, it’s a big state. Regardless, this is 
an excellent work, let’s hope a second volume is 
added to encompass the areas missed by this 
volume.

Smash the State Canadian Punk Discogra¬ 
phy. Slick, complete and essential. A perfect com¬ 
panion to Flex. Much more professional layout 
and design but with less information (larger type, 
fewer records reviewed per page).

Stark’s photos are excellent and you 
have to admit bands like Crime and Avengers 
were pretty photogenic. One gets the impression 
that SF in '77 was closest punk came to Dada or 
other intellectual cultural movements. 

Fitzgerald, F-Stop. Weird Angle. Last 
Gasp:SF, 1982. This is a book of photos docu¬ 
menting San Francisco’s early punk and new 
wave scenes. This book is pretty arty and focuses 
mostly on new wave and performance art, but has 
some choice shots of DK's, The Offs, Zeros and 
other bands. A minimal but relevant amount of text 
amounts to a brief overview of the “heroic period" 
of SF punk. 

At this point I’d like to offer a critical comment. 
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although I don’t agree with some of their ratings— 
that’s a matter of taste. One thing I would’ve added 
would be to list the city a band was from which 
makes it easier to pinpoint the era/scene a band 
was associated with. I’m also annoyed by the use 
of “Minnesota" as an adjective to describe a bands 
sound. The reviewer mentions Outcry, and Willful 
Neglect as having “Minnesota influences." Of 
course they are both from Minnesota! But other 
bands from different parts of the country are 
reviewed as having a “Minnesota Sound”; what 
kind of sound is that? Like old Husker Du? Like 
new Husker Du? Like Final Conflict? Like Misery? 
Gimme a break, ifs a big state. Regardless, this is 
an excellent work, let's hope a second volume is 
added to encompass the areas missed by this 
volume.

But for a 
movement of people [legalizing squats] is defi¬ 
nitely destroying it [the movement]. 

A: Within that movement of people there’s such a 
wide range of interpretations of squatting. Some 
squatters are really, really against the idea of 
paying rent or making any negotiations and then 
there are other people who basically just want a 
place to live and weren’t able to find anything so 
they squatted. But they would be willing to pay 
rent if they had to. So then you get squats splitting 
when that situation happens and it makes them 
fight among themselves. 

PE: What’s going on with your label, Demon 
Radge?

RICK SCARCE JAILED! 


As we go to press, we have heard reported 
on KFAI Radio that Rick Scarce, subpoenaed 
along with Jonathan Paul, has been jailed for 
contempt of court. Rick has refused to testify 
before one of several grand juries taking place 
seeking information on ALF activities and for infor¬ 
mation on the whereabouts of Rod Coronado (see 
press release below). We were unfortunately 
unable to confirm this report or get further informa¬ 
tion before press time. 


JONATHAN PAUL FREED 


Environmental/animal liberation activist 
Jonathan Paul has finally been freed from jail after 
his lawyer successfully filed a “Grumbles Motion." 
A Grumbles Motion, named after the court case it 
was first used, means that the court recognizes 
that further jailing will not make Jonathan Paul 
talk. On advice from his lawyer, he is laying low but 
is still under subpoena and could be brought again 
before the grand jury at any time. 

On Novembers, 1992, Jonathan Paul was 
jailed by a federal judge for refusing to testify at a 
secretive grand jury in Spokane, WA. The grand 
jury is “investigating" the successful activities of 
the Animal Liberation Front and is one of several 
which has been subpoenaing witness in Washing¬ 
ton, Oregon and Michigan states (see Animal 
Activists Harassed by Pigs in PE 18). 

Jonathan Paul invoked his Fifth Amendment 
rights when he was asked questions about other 
activists at the hearing. A federal judge then 
granted him immunity from self-incrimination—a 
tactic to “encourage" witnesses to talk. When 


it disagrees with. The targets in the 60 s were the 
civil rights and anti-war movements and the Black 
Panthers; in the 70 s it was the feminist, Puerto 
Rican independence and American Indian move¬ 
ments; in the 80’s it was the Central American 
Sanctuary movement; and this decade it’s the 
radical environmental and animal liberation move¬ 
ments. 

Government disruption has ranged from overt 
violence to covert disruption and disinformation to 
legal harassment. Grand juries specifically have 
been employed to force activists to spend time, 
money and energy defending themselves. These 
investigations have also served to create divisions 
between those who will "cooperate" and those 
who won’t as well as to spread fear and intimida¬ 
tion. 

Jonathan Paul, one of the founders of the 
Hunt Saboteurs in California, is not unfamiliar with 
government harassment over ALF activities. Sev¬ 
eral years ago he was charged along with two 
others in connection with the University of Oregon 
Lab raid in 1986. Charges were eventually dropped 
when the government could not produce evidence 
to proceed to trial, but only after thousands of 
dollars were spent on lawyers fees and time and 
energy was wasted dealing with the legal system. 

The fact that you can be sent to jail for 
refusing to testify for as long as 18 months is an 
incredible abuse of the judicial system. The grand 
jury is nothing more than a huge fishing expedition 
which the government uses when it has little or no 
evidence to pin a “crime" on. 

We must demand, ultimately, the abolish¬ 
ment of the grand jury process and for the total 
destruction of this stinking system. In the mean- 


LETERS FROM JAIL: ALF-SG CANADA 
MEMBERSACCUSEDOF ALF ACTIVITIES 


Dec. 24, 1992 


To my friends- 

I know this isn’t the most personal but I am so 
behind in letter writing I Figured this was the only 
way. Thank you all for the letters of support, 
postcards, etc. They help me feel up when I’m down 
and let me know I’m not alone when I feel lonely. 

Wellit’s been just over six monthsnow, locked 
up for my beliefs. I’ve been denied bail five times 
now on the grounds thatl am a “threat to society.” A 
threat to whom? Who’s a threat? The ‘‘Justice” 
system? I’ve now been chafged with a total of 13 
charges stemming from six Animal Liberation Front 
actions in 1991 -92. the crown prosecutor has stated 
they wish a sentence in the range of six years. 

So here I sit caged up, much like my animal 
brothers and sisters. Been trying to keep my sanity, 
the first couple of months were tough. Never having 
been imprisoned before it was a shock to my system. 
It was rough to put it lightly. Almost everyone is so 
sexist, racist, homophobic, etc. it’s sad. Over six 
months I’ve grown “used” to the system, it doesn’t 
make it that much easier maybe a little smoother 
though. 

I’ve been keeping as busy as possible in here. 
Working eight hours a day doing laundry, writing, 
reading, and doing exercises is all in a normal day. 
My so-call “vegan” meals consist of over-cooked 
veggies, bread and occasionally fresh vegetables, 
fruits and beans. The highlight of the day is mail call. 

Only two weeks left until my preliminary trial, 
finally. I’ll also be trying to get bail again. Without 
bail if I go to trial I may be here until next fall. 

Seized along with my files when I was arrested 
was all of the ALF Support Group’s files, newslet¬ 
ters, mailing lists, correspondence, etc. making it 
very difficult for the SG to operate. The SG has been 
working on support for me and my co-accused 
exclusively. Consisting of close, personal support 
and raising finances to pay legal fees. Contributions 
are still desperately needed, as we’ve raised approxi¬ 
mately $1500 of the $5000+ we need for legal fees.

My co-accused (who on Nov. 12,1992 had his 
three charges stayed due to a lack of evidence) was 
subpoenaed to testify. When called to swear oath he 
refused. His attorney who was present read a 
statement for him stating that “It did not matter if a 
judge locked him up for eight days and another 
eight days and another, he would not take the stand 
and testify.” The judge who had the option of jailing 
him decided not to jail him but issued an order for 
him to appear at my trial. Refusal at trail means he 
could be charged with contempt which can carry a 
maximum two year sentence. 

Over-all my pretrial was very informative. 
The charge of attempted arson regarding an ALF 
action at Ovellette Packers was dropped and the 
three charges/counts of mischief under $1000 relat¬ 
ing to damaged Fur Council of Canada billboards 
was changed to one count of mischief under $1000 
to three billboards. So three less charges overall. 
All the charges stemming from other ALF actions 
(added after I was charged with three charges relat¬ 
ing to the University of Alberta ALF liberation of 
29 cats) are held up by very weak “circumstantial” 
evidence. In the end I was ordered to stand trial on 
all charges except the attempted arson and 2 charges 
of mischief under previously mentioned. 

On June 25th, during a cell search, guards 
seized a watch found in my cell, and then searched 
me seizing another watch. Both were not listed on 
my inmate property when I arrived and were con¬ 
sidered contraband. One watch I had traded a 
prisoner for and the other I found in the laundry 
where I worked. Charged with “Possession of An 
Unauthorized Article,” I was strip searched and 
taken to unit 6-D Administrative Segregation (more 
commonly known as the hole). The next day I went 
to warden’s court where I was found guilty and 
given 10 days punishment I was taken back to the 
hole, strip searched, given a padded “security” 
dress/jacket and a half-sized blanket and put in a 
cell. Locked up 23 hoursa day with 1 hour exercise 
a day (if you ’re well-behaved). Your cell is searched 
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before one of several grand juries taking place 
seeking information on ALF activities and for infor¬ 
mation on the whereabouts of Rod Coronado (see 
press release below).

A Grumbles Motion, named after the court case it 
was first used, means that the court recognizes 
that further jailing will not make Jonathan Paul 
talk. On advice from his lawyer, he is laying low but 
is still under subpoena and could be brought again 
before the grand jury at any time. 

On November 3, 1992, Jonathan Paul was 
jailed by a federal judge for refusing to testify at a 
secretive grand jury in Spokane, WA. The grand 
jury is “investigating” the successful activities of 
the Animal Liberation Front and is one of several 
which has been subpoenaing witness in Washing¬ 
ton, Oregon and Michigan states (see Animal 
Activists Harassed by Pigs in PE 18). 

Jonathan Paul invoked his Fifth Amendment 
rights when he was asked questions about other 
activists at the hearing. A federal judge then 
granted him immunity from self-incrimination—a 
tactic to “encourage - witnesses to talk. When 
Jonathan maintained his right to remain silent he 
was cited for contempt of court and jailed. He 
could have remained jailed until the judge decided 
to release him or until this particular grand jury is 
over in December of 1993. Before being led away 
Jonathan stated, I will not feed information to this 
government that wants to destroy political move¬ 
ments." 

The grand jury process has been used ex¬ 
tensively by the U S. government since at least the 
1960’s to harass and impede political movements 


radical environmental and animal liberation move¬ 
ments. 

Govemmentdisruption has ranged from overt 
violence to covert disruption and disinformation to 
legal harassment Grand juries specifically have 
been employed to force activists to spend time, 
money and energy defending themselves. These 
investigations have also served to create divisions 
between those who will “cooperate" and those 
who won’t as well as to spread fear and intimida¬ 
tion. 

Jonathan Paul, one of the founders of the 
Hunt Saboteurs in California, is not unfamiliarwith 
government harassment over ALF activities. Sev¬ 
eral years ago he was charged along with two 
others in connection with the University of Oregon 
Lab raid in 1986. Charges were eventually dropped 
when the government could not produce evidence 
to proceed to trial, but only after thousands of 
dollars were spent on lawyers fees and time and 
energy was wasted dealing with the legal system. 

The fact that you can be sent to jail for 
refusing to testify for as long as 18 months is an 
incredibleabuseofthejudicialsystem. Thegrand 
jury is nothing more than a huge fishing expedition 
which the government uses when it has little or no 
evidence to pin a “crime" on. 

We must demand, ultimately, the abolish¬ 
ment of the grand jury process and for the total 
destruction of this stinking system. In the mean¬ 
time, we should educate ourselves of our legal 
rights and be prepared for dealing with govern¬ 
ment scare tactics and repression and be pre¬ 
pared to make solidarity actions for future jailed 
comrades.

they wish a sentence in the range of six years. 

So here I sit caged up, much like my animal 
brothers and sisters. Been trying to keep my sanity, 
the first couple of months were tough. Never having 
been imprisoned before it was a shock to my system. 
It was rough to put it lightly. Almost everyone is so 
sexist, racist, homophobic, etc. it’s sad. Over six 
months I’ve grown “used” to the system, it doesn’t 
make it that much easier maybe a little smoother 
though. 

I’ve been keeping as busy as possible in here. 
Working eight hours a day doing laundry, writing, 
reading, and doing exercises is all in a normal day. 
My so-call “vegan” meals consist of over-cooked 
veggies, bread and occasionally fresh vegetables, 
fruits and beans. The highlight of the day is mail call. 

Only two weeks left until my preliminary trial, 
finally. I’ll also be trying to get bail again. Without 
bail if I go to trial I may be here until next fall. 

Seized along with my files when I was arrested 
was all of the ALF Support Group’s files, newslet¬ 
ters, mailing lists, correspondence, etc. making it 
very difficult for the SG to operate. The SG has been 
working on support for me and my co-accused 
exclusively. Consisting of close, personal support 
and raising finances to pay legal fees. Contributions 
are still desperately needed, as we’ve raised approxi¬ 
mately $1500 of the $50004- we need for legal fees.

The investi¬ 
gation which was coordinated between the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP), National Secu¬ 
rity Investigative Services unit (NSIS—Canada’s 
anti-terrorist unit), and the Integrated Intelligence 
Unit (HU), a RCMP-Edmonton city police unit, 
conducted 100’s of hours of surveillance on me, my 
co-accused and other suspects, our residences and 
possible ALF targets. This includes telephone wire¬ 
taps at both our residences and a room probe/bug in 
my residence. Even with all their over-the-top 
intensive police surveillance nothing significant 
enough to bring up in court was learned. 

The majority of law officers who were cross- 
examined were very reluctant to answer questions

The charge of attempted arson regarding an ALF 
action at Ovellette Packers was dropped and the 
three charges/counts of mischief under $1000 relat¬ 
ing to damaged Fur Council of Canada billboards 
was changed to one count of mischief under $1000 
to three billboards. So three less charges overall. 
All the charges stemming from other ALF actions 
(added after I was charged with three charges relat¬ 
ing to the University of Alberta ALF liberation of 
29 cats) are held up by very weak “circumstantial” 
evidence. In the end I was ordered to stand trial on 
all charges except the attempted arson and 2 charges 
of mischief under previously mentioned. 

On June 25th, during a cell search, guards 
seized a watch found in my cell, and then searched 
me seizing another watch. Both were not listed on 
my inmate property when I arrived and were con¬ 
sidered contraband. One watch I had traded a 
prisoner for and the other I found in the laundry 
where I worked. Charged with “Possession of An 
Unauthorized Article,” I was strip searched and 
taken to unit 6-D Administrative Segregation (more 
commonly known as the hole). The next day I went 
to warden’s court where I was found guilty and 
given 10 days punishment I was taken back to the 
hole, strip searched, given a padded “security” 
dress/jacket and a half-sized blanket and put in a 
cell. Locked up23 hours a day with 1 hour exercise 
a day (if you ’re well-behaved). Y our cell is searched 
daily for contraband. There are bright lights on in 
the cell for 16+ hours a day and the ventilation 
system blasts cold air in 24 hours a day making it 
feel a lot like a fridge. No telephone calls (except to 
your lawyer), no reading, cold food, Blah! Lots of 
shivering, not much sleep, some meditating, much 
thought On Friday, January 29th I was supposed to 
attend my Queen’s Bench bail application. When 
asked about it I was told I was not on the court list 
and so I did not have court, end of story (I later 
learned I was on the court list). Sadly, my bail was 
narrowly denied for the sixth time. On my fifth or 
sixth day of “punishment,” someone slipped me a 
smuggled book under my door. It was a children’s 
book with a story about space cats who came back 
to earth to rescue cats and a couple of people 
because everyone on earth was poisoning and kill¬ 
ing their planeL I read it in about four hours that 
night, hiding while the guards did their hourly 
checks, anything to relieve the boredom. The next 
morning I slipped it away for someone else to read. 
On February 4th, I was released to anew unit happy 
just to be out of the hole even though I was still in 
jail. 

Since then I have been busy answering letters, 
reading, and writing some articles. My trial date is 
to be set sometime this week. It sounds like the 
prosecutor won’t have time in his schedule ‘til 
October. If my trial is set for that late my attorney 
will be filing for a court order to get me released on 
bail because of unnecessary delay of trial. So I’m 
hoping things go good either way.

If 
these three conditions are agreed to, and met and 
negotiated through PETA and Earth First! I, Ron 
Coronado, will turn myself in to federal authorities 
in Montana at the tribal headquarters of the 
Blackfoot Nation. As part of the agreement I, Ron 
Coronado, swear to cooperate fully with Grand 
Jury Inquisitions into ALF activity that I am sus¬ 
pected in, relating to the defense of native wildlife 
and the environment. I swear to testify, and an¬ 
swer all questions relating to my role as a spokes¬ 
person on behalf of the ALF, and as the Coordina¬ 
tor of CAFF. 

I, Ron Coronado, believe that my non-violent 
actions in defense of the earth, are innocent acts 
to protect the ecological integrity of this country’s 
natural heritage.

In May 1992, when the FBI and Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms (BATF) raided my mountain 
home in southern Oregon, the presence of auto¬ 
matic weaponry in my attempted arrest is a testa¬ 
ment of the US governments’ willingness to use 
deadly force to squash my representation of Native 
American wildlife, and those who defend them. 

In over ten years of non-violent resistance to 
the destruction of native wildlife and lands, I have 
never caused an injury or loss of life to any living 
being. Through my obligation as a citizen of the 
earth, I have only ever targeted the implements of 
life's destruction, i.e. whaling ships in Iceland. 1 
have never, nor will I ever carry or use firearms or 
explosives in my defense of my earth mother. My 
religious beliefs recognize the sanctity of all life 
and would never allow me to justify a violent act 
that would result in loss of life. It is only because of 
the FBI’s record of violence against Native Ameri¬ 
cans such as Anna Mae Aquash, Leonard Peltier, 
Tina Trudell, Pedro Bisonette and other American 
Indian Movement (415-552-1992) activists that I 
avoid contact with the US government by living a 
life in hiding.

Here they were 
given photocopies of every file in the file cabinet 
seized at my residence which contained my personal 
files and the ALF Support Group’s files (correspon¬ 
dence, mailing lists, newspaperclippings, etc.) They 
also accompanied HU officers on a second search of 
my residence where they attempted to question my 
wife (the second search resulted in my 13th charge; 
possession of a devise to obtain telecommunications 
when a telephone test set was seized. This charge is 
being tried separately.). They also attempted to 
question at least two other activists about the loca¬ 
tion of US and Canadian suspected ALF and EF! 
activists. The secret task force of law enforcement 
agencies is truly North American-wide; they are 
trying to share as much information as possible with

WARRIORS AND THE ALF 


ANIMAL DAMAGED CONTROL 


On October 24, 1992 earth warriors broke into 
the USDA Animal Damage Control’s (ADC) 
research facilities in Northern Utah. Twenty- 
nine coyotes were released from outdoor pens, 
and over $150,000 of damage was inflicted on 
ADC buildings and research equipment. Raid¬ 
ers first cut holes in pens of captive coyotes at 
the Predator Research Facility in Millville, Utah, 
a quarter mile from forest lands. The coyotes 
we released were being subjected to experi¬ 
ments to test traps and poisons to be used 
against native wildlife by ADC. Students from 
nearby Utah State University told of seeing 
coyotes vomiting, bleeding, convulsing and dead 
in the pens of the US government research 
station. 

ADC Project leader Fredrick F. Kowlton 
(801 -750-2508) has spent the last twenty years 
killing tens of thousands of coyotes in research 
to develop more effective control methods of 
native predators, in particular coyotes and 
wolves. In turn, his research developments are 
manufactured by the USDA’s ADC program to 
be used by sheep and cattle ranchers as the 
arsenal for the war on indigenous wildlife. 

For the coyotes that we helped escape, we 
only hope that we gave them achance to be who 
they are, and not what the livestock industry 
wants them to be. Under the protective shield of 
the new moon, coyotes warriors moved swiftly 
in an attempt to defend imprisoned wildlife. Like 
shooting stars, a dozen coyotes were seen 
running towards the forest once freed. Other 
coyotes attempted digging to escape while oth¬ 
ers lay sick and dying, to weak from ADC 
poinson trials to save themselves. 

With a shrill war cry, a band of warriors next 
descended on the actual Predator Research 
Facility (PRF). Once inside, we discovered 
research offices filled with coyote and wolf skulls, 
piles of traps and snares, and signs for experi¬ 
mental pens that read, “DO NOT FEED." With 
war clubs swinging, we smashed computer and 
research equipment used against our animal 
sisters and brothers. In a cooperative deal with 
the Utah State University, the PRF operates as 


serious structural damage to the rest of the vivi¬ 
section laboratory. Our objective was to rescue as 
many imprisoned coyotes as possible and cause 
maximum damage to predator research data that 
threatens the continued existence of the last wild 
predators of North America. 

As the morning sky rose above the flames of 
the PRF, coyote warriors rode the the Utah State 
University campus in Logan, where knowlton’s 
office is located. Just 50 yards form the police 
station, raiders entered his office and began con¬ 
fiscating valuable predator research files and com¬ 
puter discs. Warriors discovered records detailing 
the illegal dumping of over two tons of radioactive 
coyote bodies, losses of radioactive collared goats 
in field experiments, and tests where coyotes 
were left in leg-hold traps and snares for more than 
18 hours Documants detailing protocols for force- 
feeding of toxic poisons, and records of aerial 
shot-gunning of research coyotes are enough to 
justify the rescue mission. Acts by ADC research¬ 
ers such as intentional starvation of coyotes are 
crimes against nature, and will be dealt with by an 
animals' tribunal. Coyote warriors hope this attack 
hinders the ADC program, and if it does not, 
expect more. 

At coyote-killer Knowlton's office we lit an¬ 
other fire. This one in broad daylight to demon¬ 
strate our love for the wild nature of the Coyote 
Nation. Much of Kowlton’s ongoing predator re¬ 
search was destroyed in the ensuing blaze in the 
National Resource Building. 

For the last 100 years, the US government 
has waged war against native American predators 
on behalf of livestock interests who graze cattle 
and sheep on wildlands. Wolves, coyotes, cougars, 
bears, bobcats, foxes, badgers and other wildlife 
by the hundreds of thousands have fallen victim to 
the ADC’s poisons, traps, snares and aerial gun¬ 
ning campaigns. Much like other agencies of the 
US government, the ADC has never spared, or 
shown mercy to the members of Native American 
tribes of animal people. Millions have been slaugh¬ 
tered, and millions more will be. .. Unless some¬ 
bodies do something. 

As the US government attempts to criminalize 


The US government says we used sophisti¬ 
cated radio-controlled explosives. Earth warriors 
use the power of fire, the purifying cleanser, to 
return man’s evil to the earth. Researchers say 
animals we release will starve, be hit by cars, or 
pose threats to humans. Our sisters and brothers 
have always been a threat, because they are free, 
that is why ADC kills them in experiments that 
smashes their bones with traps and guns, not cars. 
ADC researchers starve coyotes, the earth mother 
does not. The FBI says we are from a radical, 
secrative loosely organized Animal Liberation Front. 
We are not radical, we choose to conserve life, not 
destroy it. We are not secretive, our voice has 
been heard since the harmonic balance of nature 
was first broken by human domination. Yes, we 
are the animal liberation front, we are also the 
earth, air and water liberation front In the US 
government s eyes we are the spirit of everything 
wild, yet to be tamed or controlled. 

No longer must we let govern me nt-controlied 
media labels divide us. We are one people. We 
are bound together by a 500 years resistance to 
ecological and cultural genocide As the Animal 
Liberation Front, we have existed as one warrior 


society in the midst of the greater earth struggle. 
Our beliefs are not the product of twentieth century 
European philosophers. Our fight is the same 
fight as the Mohawk, Dine, Blackfoot, Lakota and 
Apache. We believe in animal rites, not rights. We 
stand with those fighting for the Black Hills, Mt. 
Graham. Kalmiopsis, Badger-Two-Medicine, and 
every other struggle for self-determination. If 
there is one undeniable common ground, it is the 
enemy. In Earth First! we see ourselves. In the 
American Indian Movement we see ourselves. 
Red, brown, white, fur feathers and fins, we are all 
sisters and brothers. For a rebirth of the harmoni¬ 
ous relationship with all life, let us no longer stand 
apart, but TOGETHER. 

We are only as strong as our weakest link.

POWER P0LESSAB0TAGED 
IN VERMONT; 

FBI BEGINS INVESTIGATION 


In early January, Vermont’s Rutland Herald 
and the Associated Press reported that ten elec¬ 
trical transmission poles in five different Vermont 
locations have been sabotaged since April of 
1992. Earlier, a letter had been received by the 
Central Vermont Public Service Corporation 
(CVPS) headquarters in Rutland, Vermont, say¬ 
ing that three utility poles in Rutland needed to be 
replaced and there could be other consequences 
unless CVPS dropped its contract with Hydro- 
Quebec. 

The wooden utility poles were all notched, 
cut, or drilled in a way so that they would fall over 
in high winds or heavy snowfall, according to 
Thomas Hurcomb, vice president of public affairs 
for the utility corporation. In all cases, a “Q" 
roughly approximating the logo used by the Cana¬ 
dian Hydro-Quebec-owned utility was painted or 
drawn on the vandalized poles. 

No group or individual has claimed responsi¬ 
bility for the acts of sabotage. CVPS has issued a 
reward of $20,000 for information leading to a 
successful prosecution of those responsible. 

The FBI is investigating the incidents. John 
Hersh, special agent for the Rutland office of the 
FBI, said the acts appeared to violate two federal 
laws. A federal extortion law says anyone found 
guilty of interfering with interstate commerce 
through threats of violence can be fined $10,000 
and imprisoned for up to 20 years. Another federal 
law prohibits the destruction of an energy facility 
and carries a penalty of $50,000 and 10 years in

killing tens of thousands of coyotes in research 
to develop more effective control methods of 
native predators, in particular coyotes and 
wolves. In turn, his research developments are 
manufactured by the USDA’s ADC program to 
be used by sheep and cattle ranchers as the 
arsenal for the war on indigenous wildlife. 

For the coyotes that we helped escape, we 
only hope that we gave them a chance to be who 
they are, and not what the livestock industry 
wants them to be. Under the protective shield of 
the new moon, coyotes warriors moved swiftly 
in an attempt to defend imprisoned wildlife. Like 
shooting stars, a dozen coyotes were seen 
running towards the forest once freed. Other 
coyotes attempted digging to escape while oth¬ 
ers lay sick and dying, to weak from ADC 
poinson trials to save themselves. 

With a shrill war cry, a band of warriors next 
descended on the actual Predator Research 
Facility (PRF). Once inside, we discovered 
research offices filled with coyote and wolf skulls, 
piles of traps and snares, and signs for experi¬ 
mental pens that read, “DO NOT FEED." With 
war clubs swinging, we smashed computer and 
research equipment used against our animal 
sisters and brothers. In a cooperative deal with 
the Utah State University, the PRF operates as 
the US government’s only coyote “Ecological 
and Behavioral Applications Project." It was 
then decided that we would start a fire at the lab 
which destroyed a third of the facility, and caused 


i u nours uocumants detailing protocols for force- 
feeding of toxic poisons, and records of aerial 
shot-gunning of research coyotes are enough to 
justify the rescue mission. Acts by ADC research¬ 
ers such as intentional starvation of coyotes are 
crimes against nature, and will be dealt with by an 
animals’ tribunal. Coyote warriors hope this attack 
hinders the ADC program, and if it does not, 
expect more. 

At coyote-killer Knowlton’s office we lit an¬ 
other fire. This one in broad daylight to demon¬ 
strate our love for the wild nature of the Coyote 
Nation. Much of Kowlton’s ongoing predator re¬ 
search was destroyed in the ensuing blaze in the 
National Resource Building. 

For the last 100 years, the US government 
has waged war against native American predators 
on behalf of livestock interests who graze cattle 
and sheep on wildlands. Wolves, coyotes, cougers, 
bears, bobcats, foxes, badgers and other wildlife 
by the hundreds of thousands have fallen victim to 
the ADC’s poisons, traps, snares and aerial gun¬ 
ning campaigns. Much like other agencies of the 
US government, the ADC has never spared, or 
shown mercy to the members of Native American 
tribes of animal people. Millions have been slaugh¬ 
tered, and millions more will be. .. Unless some¬ 
bodies do something. 

As the US government attempts to criminalize 
acts of defense of the American wilderness and 
wildlife, fewer people will hear the truth behind the 
real terrorist acts of the FBI and ADC. We must 
escalate our efforts to preserve all that is still wild.

My tears faded into rage, as I promised 
to my brother-friend that I would never let his 
incarceration go unnoticed. That the FBI and the 
Department of Justice (Just US) would imprison 
innocent folks for not cooperating with them is the 
opening salvo in the latest counter-intelligence 
campaign against the warriors of the earth. Let me 
put it this way, the shit has already hit the fan and 
is splattered on the walls.

To speak 
on behalf of animal rights people I felt my experi¬ 
ence as a non-white resistance fighter was a 
common ground between oppressed wild beings. 
Within a year I was forced underground despite 




rescues that have cost exploiters over $2 million— 
all actions that caused no loss of life, human or 
animal. Are these “crimes" greater than the inten¬ 
tional brutal beatings of Black people by police or 
other racists, or the building of duster bombs by 
General Electric that are used against non-white 
people in Central America and the Middle East?

They were white, I 
mean right 

Despite this subtle oppression that every 
non-white human and white womyn can relate to, 

I kept my pride in my HERitage, not my forced 
History. Once I was paroled from the mental 
institution and re-education camps of high school 
I was free to begin (or end) my life. The great 
earth-warrior, Paul Watson, took me under his 
wing and guided my on a path to self-discovery 
that also paralleled the defense of earth mother. 
Slowly, I began to believe in myself and others 
working outside the confines of the legal system. 
Within two years I was an active participant in a 
clandestine resistance to patriarchal domination 
of the last wild places and beings of earth. 

Always the only non-white face in the crowd 
of animal rights and environmental groups meet¬ 
ings, I still felt alone but not lonely. All of my white 
friends are earthen spirits whose biocentric roots 
have been obliterated by 2500 years of repres¬ 
sions, yet they survive and struggle to prove their 


devotion to the earth. It is inspiring to see you all 
on your paths of rediscovery. The spirit has no 
skin color. 

Still over the years I felt a yearning to find my 
own place in this continued resistance.

Within a year I was forced underground despite 
the lack of any physical evidence linking me to an 
ALF "crime”. 

Why is it that over the last 10 years other ALF 
spokespeople in this country have never been 
forced into the same situation? There are only two 
things that separate me from other spokespeople 
for direct action. One is my willingness to avoid 
contact with the US government because of mur¬ 
ders of other native activists by FBI agents, and 
the other is my skin color and heritage. 

These are my crimes and I’m blind with anger 
because of this racist, anti-Native government 
that now hunts me like any other wild dog. Is my 
crime that I am not intimidated, that I attempt to 
speak truth when I witness atrocities against life? 
I haven’t been in a fist fight since I was in sixth 
grade (with a white boy who called me a “spic") 
and I haven’t caused an injury to any human as a 
result of any of my non-violent direct actions. Yet 
the FBI hunts me because they say I am a violent 
criminal prone to actions that endanger innocent 
people. No, I’m sorry, I’m not their man. 

Let’s assume the Feds are right and I’m 
responsible for six arsons, break-ins and animal 


rescues that have cost exploiters over $2 million- 
all actions that caused no loss of life, human or 
animal. Are these “crimes - greater than the inten¬ 
tional brutal beatings of Black people by police or 
other racists, or the building of duster bombs by 
General Electric that are used against non-white 
people in Central America and the Middle East? 
Why is it that white men can build a factory that 
manufactures weapons and bombs used exclu¬ 
sively against non-white people and animals, un¬ 
der the full approval of the US government; yet 
when one Native guy is suspected of burning 
down animal research laboratories and rescuing 
animal hostages, his friends are jailed for not 
providing information on his whereabouts, and a 
$35,000 bounty is put on his head?

I hear the voice of Black Elk as he says “You must 
be like a rabbit during a prairie fire, run and hide 
until the danger is past." I hear the voice of 
Jonathan Paul as he says “Rod, they want your 
ass bad. They will kill you, stay free, run!" 

Now we are at the crossroads I’ve been 
waiting for all my life. The American Indian Move¬ 
ment has announced solidarity with Earth First!, 
and our voice is becoming one. This is exactly 
what the US government feared most TOGETHER 
WE STAND, DIVIDED WE FALL. Recognize that 
we are only the most recent targets because of our 
biocentric beliefs. Offer solidarity and unity with all 
Native people fighting for the same earth mother 

This is a very real struggle, one that will require 
each of you to re-examine your commitment to the 
earth. Let us all get beyond the human nature and 
back to the wild nature. Don’t allow yourselves to 
become subjects of grand jury subpoenas. Let the 
children of the earth be one again and fight, fight, 
fight. I am here if you need me. Join me and together 
we will abandon the remnants of our anti-Native 
education and return to the council fire of all beings, 
wolf, grizzly, mouse, human.as one. 
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Sorry folks, no ballistic missle reviews this issue, 
but we re almost done with the field tests, so maybe next 
time. For now, I figured it would be a good time to do 
a happy spring feature like gardening. This is a funky 
thing for me to write, because I’m drawing from almost 
no research aside from experience. I grew up working 
in my parents’ country garden bein’ really pissed be¬ 
cause I had to weed all the beans before I could go slam 
dance at some hunting cabin punk rock show. Last 
summer I planted my first garden and was surprised at 
how much I had learned during those acne-filled years 
of weed-slingin’. 

I also learned that gardening is easy, cheap and 
a damn groovey way to wile away those boring summer 
afternoons (it sure beats spending you summer sitting 
in front of a computer, I could wager—ed). All it really 
takes is some seeds, some dirt (all you gutterpunx 
should be familiar with this substance!) and maybe a 
shovel, although hands have worked just as well in the 
past. Since I’m drawing primarily from experience, I 
recommend the book The Basic Book of Organic Gar¬ 
dening by Robert Rodale which gives more detailed 
information on soil formation, planting and tough ques¬ 
tions like what kinda animal shit to put on your tomatoes. 
The book’s only $5 in most stores and comes in a handy 
shoplifting size. In addition, I won't be covering seed 
specifics because seed packets explain all of that on the 
back of the package. Hopefully, this article will give the 
novice seed planter some insight and motivation to start 
a garden and enjoy yummy garden-fresh veggies all 
immmer long for a very small price. 

^^VThe first thing you wanna do is sit down and plan 
out your garden. First, figure out how much space you 
have to work with and how much sunlight the area gets. 
Try to find a plot of earth with nice-looking soil and a 
good deal of direct sunlight. If your garden area hasn't 
been planted before you probably want to work the soil. 
First, get a shovel and dig up all the soil, turning each 
shovelful over and picking out all weeds and big rocks 
as you go along. What I’ve done the past two years is 
buy five, fifty pound sacks each of top soil and peat 
moss (they cost between $1 -$2 a bag usually) and mix 
this into the soil to create a richer garden. You can also 
mix well-decomposed compost in, as well. If you live in 
a really shitty city area with ugly soil, you may opt to grow 
a garden in buckets - I’ll get to that later. 

Next figure out what you want to grow in the space 
that you’re given, taking into account the region you live 
in (you can’t grow pineapples in Minnesota!) Seeds 
cost anywhere from $1-$2 a packet. This sucks, so I 
suggest sharing seeds with someone else since you 


usually don’t use the whole packet. They’re also very 
easy to slip into pockets while shopping, if ya catch my 
drift. There’s also a ton of seed catalogs out there with 
good descriptions of what you’re buying and a better 
selection than what most stores carry. I would recom¬ 
mend Stokes (free catalog from Stokes Seeds / Box 548 
/ Buffalo, NY 14240) and Shepard’s (free catalog from 
Shepard’s Seeds / 30 Irene St. / Torrington, CT 06790) 
as good mailorder sources. Once you get your seeds 
you want to separate them into three categories: early, 
spring and summer. 

Early seeds are those that need to be started 
indoors before transplanting to the outside. These in¬ 
clude tomatoes, peppers and a bunch of others. To start 
these, you put these in a damp paper towel for a week 
until the seeds sprout. Then plant them in milk cartons or 
empty tofu containers and leave 'em inside with plenty of 
sunlight until they outgrow their container. Follow the 
packet’s instructions as for when to plant outside. Most 
early type plants can be bought in starter boxes quite 
cheaply and are already ready for transplanting. 

Spring seeds include leafy greens, peas, rad¬ 
ishes, carrots and other plants that enjoy milder tem¬ 
peratures and aren’t as susceptible to frost. Many of 
these plants grow quickly and can be harvested and 
replanted two or three times providing enough salads to 
kill Ronald McDonald a few times over! If you have 
limited space, you can also plant these veggies in the 
spring, harvest by early sumer and plant the area with 
something different. Some of these veggies, such as 
carrots and radishes, work well planted between veggies 
that need more room, like cauliflower and broccoli. 

Summer seeds are those plants that usually take 
two to three months to mature and enjoy the warmer 
midsummer weather. These include squashes, cucum¬ 
bers and corn. 

Once you have worked an area of soil into a 
garden and you have seeds and/or plants, you’re all 
ready to plant. Just follow the spacing instructions on 
the packets, be aware of what veggies will shade other 
plants and you’ll be fine. When transplanting, you may 
want to put some fertilizer (shit) in the hole with the plant 
to boost it’s growth. Otherwise, the litle puppies still do 
alright with the right maintenance. 

Maintaining your garden while everything grows 
is done most easily if you tend to it on a fairly daily level. 
Water everything if it doesn’t rain for a few days and 
provide veggies such as broccoli and cauliflower with 
plenty of water. Weed areas all the time and you won’t 
wake up to a jungle of weeds with a few malnourished 
tomatoes gasping at your feet. Bigger weeds can be 


pulled while smaller fuckers can be scraped to their 
death with a hoe (no, not the ones in all those rap 
songs!) If a certain veggie isn’t doing so well you may 
want to consider getting some kind of fertilizer to give it 
a kick. Mulching also helps tremendously. 

Mulching is the process of placing a breathable 
area of material around your plants. This material can 
come in the form of old leaves, grass clippings, hay, 
newspaper sections or other such material. I prefer hay 
or leaves because they provide the soil with tons of 
nutrients and they don’t contain weed seeds which 
would counter one of the mulches’ primary functions: 
smothering weeds. In addition to killing weeds and 
providing nutrients, mulch also helps the soil around the 
plant retain water and stabilize ground temperature 
during cold nights and hot days. Place the mulch 
around a plant after it is a few inches high, sit back, 
smoke a doob and watch your veggies smile. 

To give an example cf a garden, I’ll tell ya what I’ve 
got going. I have one corner area with a good supply of 
partial sunlight. I’ve planted all of my spring seeds here: 
radishes, lettuce, spinach, peas, kale, carrots and dill in 
rows with broccoli and cauliflower transplanted along 
the edge where there’s more sunlight. Along the side dl 
my apartment I’ve dug up an area with more direct 
sunlight that I’ll use for the crawling veggies: cucum¬ 
bers, zuchini and squash. I’ll also be transplanting 
tomatoes, peppers and whatever else I can steal from 
outside yuppie gardening stores once the spring crop is 
harvested.

IN THE SPIRIT OF TOTAL MOCK DUCK 


Minneapolis has never been known for its haute 
cuisine, especially for vegetarians and vegans. Oh 
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afternoons (it sure beats spending you summer smmg 
in front of a computer, I could wager—ed). All it really 
takes is some seeds, some dirt (all you gutterpunx 
should be familiar with this substance!) and maybe a 
shovel, although hands have worked just as well in the 
past. Since I’m drawing primarily from experience, I 
recommend the book The Basic Book of Organic Gar¬ 
dening by Robert Rodale which gives more detailed 
information on soil formation, planting and tough ques¬ 
tions like what kinda animal shit to put on your tomatoes. 
The book s only $5 in most stores and comes in a handy 
shoplifting size. In addition, I wont be covering seed 
specifics because seed packets explain all of that on the 
back of the package. Hopefully, this article will give the 
novice seed planter some insight and motivation to start 
a garden and enjoy yummy garden-fresh veggies all 
^immmer long for a very small price. 

J ^*The first thing you wanna do is sit down and plan 
out your garden. First, figure out how much space you 
have to work with and how much sunlight the area gets. 
Try to find a plot of earth with nice-looking soil and a 
good deal of direct sunlight. If your garden area hasn’t 
been planted before you probably want to work the soil. 
First, get a shovel and dig up all the soil, turning each 
shovelful over and picking out all weeds and big rocks 
as you go along. What I’ve done the past two years is 
buy five, fifty pound sacks each of top soil and peat 
moss (they cost between $1 -$2 a bag usually) and mix 
this into the soil to create a richer garden. You can also 
mix well-decomposed compost in, as well. If you live in 
a really shitty city area with ugly soil, you may opt to grow 
a garden in buckets - I’ll get to that later. 

Next figure out what you want to grow in the space 
that you’re given, taking into account the region you live 
in (you can’t grow pineapples in Minnesota!) Seeds 
cost anywhere from $1-$2 a packet. This sucks, so I 
suggest sharing seeds with someone else since you 
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until the seeds sprout. Then plant them in milk cartons or 
empty tofu containers and leave 'em inside with plenty of 
sunlight until they outgrow their container. Follow the 
packet’s instructions as for when to plant outside. Most 
early type plants can be bought in starter boxes quite 
cheaply and are already ready for transplanting. 

Spring seeds include leafy greens, peas, rad¬ 
ishes, carrots and other plants that enjoy milder tem¬ 
peratures and arenl as susceptible to frost. Many of 
these plants grow quickly and can be harvested and 
replanted two or three times providing enough salads to 
kill Ronald McDonald a few times over! If you have 
limited space, you can also plant these veggies in the 
spring, harvest by early sumer and plant the area with 
something different. Some of these veggies, such as 
carrots and radishes, work well planted between veggies 
that need more room, like cauliflower and broccoli. 

Summer seeds are those plants that usually take 
two to three months to mature and enjoy the warmer 
midsummer weather. These include squashes, cucum¬ 
bers and corn. 

Once you have worked an area of soil into a 
garden and you have seeds and/or plants, you’re all 
ready to plant. Just follow the spacing instructions on 
the packets, be aware of what veggies will shade other 
plants and you’ll be fine. When transplanting, you may 
want to put some fertilizer (shit) in the hole with the plant 
to boost it’s growth. Otherwise, the litle puppies still do 
alright with the right maintenance. 

Maintaining your garden while everything grows 
is done most easily if you tend to it on a fairly daily level.

rants to determine 
which place has the 
best duck for your 
buck. Our criterion 
(not Criterion T.) 
was fourfold: atmo¬ 
sphere, service, 
taste, price per por¬ 
tion 

LOTUS: (3037 
Hennepin Ave, 825- 
2263, plus a few 
other locations) 



Atmosphere— This place loses big for being in Up¬ 
town, a seedy and debased neighborhood if there ever 
was one. All the white young folks (did someone say 
“Grunge”?) work up front to attract the yuppies. The 
decor is schlocky, sparse, and neo-yuppie, with like two 
pictures in the whole place. At least there’s no bad 
muzak. The toilets flush by magic. 

Taste— Hyena says, “Yum,” but Troll and Karlos say, 
“Verging on bland. Joel opined, “I liked it” and thought 
the Imperial mock duck was nice and spicy, which is 
always a plus, and Troll’s Curry MD was spicy, too. All 
had to admit that the veggies were fresh and crunchy 
(except the canned pineapples, of course). None of the 
dishes were drowned in sauce, meaning you don’t have 
to fish for your duck. We all agreed that the grub is pretty 
good here. 

Service— Fast ‘n friendly. Our water glasses and tea 
cups were bottomless and the staff was pretty cool, for 
grungers. 

Price per portion— Average. Our plates were $5.25 
- $5.75 a la carte (with rice, though), which is pretty 
much standard practice at all MD joints. There’s not as 
much food here as at Kinhdo’s, but it’s cheaper. You 
won’t have to worry about forgetting your doggie bag 
because there won’t be one, but you won’t be so full you 
want to barf, either. Most of us were pleasantly full, 
although Hyena dissented and though there was too 
little food for the $. 

KINHDO (2755 Hennepin Ave. 870-1295 and another 
location) 

Atmosphere— There’s fake flowers, cheezy coin¬ 
dispenser machines, dubbed Country and Western 
muzak, and a residual yuppie crowd from being located 
too close to Uptown (which makes for a terrible window 
view, too), but otherwise it’s okay, we guess. 

Taste— “Fucking ace, especially the Special Spicy 
MD. Order it extra spicy,” says the high priest of wheat 
meat, joel. You get nice big chunks of MD and the 
Special Spicy MD (the PE dish of choice) is just MD and 
onions, no bullshit. This place also wins big for having 
a large variety of MD and tofu dishes. Hyena was the 
lone dissenter again, she likes their tofu dishes better. 
Service— Always fast, usually friendly. Kinhdo is 
Vietnamese owned and operated, which is the way it 
should be, but we think most of the joints we reviewed 
are, too. The waitresses and waiters are Asian, too, and

Price per portion— Excellent. The prices are cheap

amount of the duck action. 

SAIGON (3035 Lyndale Ave. South, 827-8918) 
Atmosphere— The stucco's gotta go. Too many 
vending machines, too (like Kinhdo). It’s not as campy 
as Mimi and not as yuppy as Lotus, which is cool. The 
owner, Ngoc Nguyen, travelled 9,000 miles to cook us 
this food — no shit, it says so on the menu! Oh yeah, we 
got reusable chopsticks here, which was a first. 
Taste— Karlos and Hyena agreed: “A bit bland.” Have 
we all become too accustomed to MSG? The Spicy MD 
andtheLemongrassMDwas nice and crispy: they cook 
the mock duck different here, more like a BBQ pork 
texture than stir fried tofu-ish like most places. Troll and 
joel felt the food wasn’t as spicy as it could have been 
but it was still good, and all agreed that the vegetables 
we good and crunchy, and no soggy onions! 
Service— Karlos’ response was a noncommital shrug, 
which sums it up pretty well. The people were definitely 
friendly and Hyena saw the owner (Ngoc) and our 
waitress smooch in the back room: nothin’ wrong with 
that! They never bothered to bus our dishes, which 
made our meeting a bit more difficult. 

Price per portion— Ordinary. Troll said, “Kinhdo 
prices with Mimi portions," i.e. not as much duck for the 
buck as other places. The average price was about $5 
- $5.50. 

Over all, our skilled staff of reviewers found the 
KINHDO ratedthe best, with MIMI close behind. There's 
lots more mock duck restaurants around town so you 
decide for yourself which one suits your taste. 
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Oppps! It looks like”Lies, Gossip, Rumors and Other Punk Shit” and "Felix's Minneapolis 
Scene Update” got bumped by the ALF.. those gosh-darn animal rights fanatics! 














The subject of organization has for too long 
been ignored by the North American anarchist 
movement A few prominent anarchist journals 
have effectively stomped out attempts at national 
organizing with their defacto control over the of 
the anarchist press over the last decade.

For 
too long anarchists have been waiting for such 
pipedrearns as the great “spontaneous uprising of 
the working class” or the day when we see 
through the “spectacle” to free ourselves and 
then we’ll all live in harmony. Unfortunately 
history has shown that without careful planning 
and organization, any kind of spontaneous upris¬ 
ing has proven easily defeated or co-opted with¬ 
out real revolutionary organization to back it up. 


answer is is that if people want to achieve any 
objective that involves a number of other people 
then some sort of organization is necessary.

THE REVOLUTION WILL BE 
ORGANIZED 

When I’m talking about revolution. I’m 
talking about the working classes throwing off 
the shackles of wage/money slavery for good 
(note: when I refer to “working classes” I am 
making a loose reference to the vast majority of 


Whether that objective is growing com, building 
a house or destroying the State and capitalism. 
For any of these things to be done people in¬ 
volved must know what they want to achieve and 
how they are going to do it Just wishing it to be 
will not do anything. The other reason is strength; 
one match stick on its own will snap between 
your fingers, so will two, but it will be a bit 
harder. But try snapping thirty, forty or a hun¬ 
dred match sticks all together. You can’t and 
neither can the state.” 

While dealing with vast numbers of people 
can have many organizational challenges, these 
can be overcome. The key any revolutionary 
organization is to maintain efficiency while main¬ 
taining as much of total sense of democracy. 
Like and organization, the federation needs to 
have a purpose, and a federation by definition is 
a freely associating group, made up of many 
smaller groups. It is the smaller groups and 
individuals, coming together for a specific need, 
being the reason for the federation to exist. A 
federation does not exist for it’s own sake, but for 
the sake of completing the task set out by the 
smaller parts and for this reason a federation 
needs to be totally democratic, from bottom up so 
that all of it’s membership has equal say. All 
positions of responsibility must be accountable 
to the federation at large and can be recalled when 
people in these position make actions (or inac¬ 
tions) that are contrary to the needs of the federa¬ 
tion. 

FEDERATION NOT 
GOVERNMENT 

The enemy of the federation, as with all 
forms of democratic organization, is bureaucra¬ 
tization. When positions of power are created 
without any accountability to the larger group 
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into a bureaucracy, it’s original purpose becomes 
subservient and therefore ceases to be a revolution¬ 
ary organism. 

A federation should therefore have no perma¬ 
nent positions of power. Spokespersons, secretar¬ 
ies, laborers, etc. should all be held accountable to 
the entire membership of the federation. Federa¬ 
tions also need to maintain a constant flow of 
information, communication and ideas within itself 
and should definitely not be allowed to become rigid 
or resistant to change as the needs of the member¬ 
ship change. Also, when the goal of a federation has 
been achieved, or can no longer be achieved under 
present circumstances, the federation should be 
dissolved. The beauty of anarchist organization is 
that no structures are permanent and can be dis¬ 
solved when the members no longer feel the need to 
maintain iL 

MEMBERSHIP 

What about membership? It could be argued 
both ways wether a federations needs to have an 
official membership or noL My own experience has 
shown that membership is important to create a 
democratic organization. Whereas, all members 
agree on a specific goal for the organization and 
have the chance for equal participation decision¬ 
making processes. Also, having a membership 
means there is a basis for expulsion when a member 
acts counter to the goals of the federation. Also 
having a set membership allows other members of 
the federation know who to count on for completing 
the tasks of the federation. I imagine that a federa¬ 
tion can exist without a set membership but my own 
experience has shown that such a loose organization 
is highly inefficient and short-lived. 

SECURITY 

When organizing for anything counter to the 
status quo, there are security issues to keep in mind. 
The state using many means to destroy revolution¬ 
ary movements; by planting spies, agent provoca¬ 
teurs or by simply “neutralizing” the leadership. 
We have to be able to cope this and there are no sure 
fire methods of maintaining an absolutely secure 
organization without becoming, exclusionary, elit¬ 
ist or totally underground. In the Class War’s book 
Unfinished Business they have this to say about 
security of organizations; “...life will be difficult for 
[state] agents if we succeed in creating a movement 
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when there is no democracy within the group then it 
ceases to be a free association. 

ELITISM: Another potential for disaster is 
the formation of elites inside a group. There is no 
group democracy when one faction is making all the 
decisions and a hierarchy is created. Groups should 
keep a keen watch against this (but don't get para¬ 
noid!) and should definitely have built-in means of 
dealing with this. l.E. positions of potential power 
should be accountable to the group at all times. 

SECRECY: The last obstacle the federation 
must overcome is to drop the veil of secrecy which 
we have come to depend on. An open and public 
structure is necessary to facilitate as broad of par¬ 
ticipation and possible and keep channels open for 
criticism. While the odd-ball lunatic maybe at¬ 
tracted to the through misconception of the term 
anarchy to an anrarchist federation, or make easy for 
easy infiltration by those who wish to disrupt the 
federation, those individuals can be dealt with as 
they would be acting outside the general principals 
of the federation. (Of course, it goes without saying 
that there are things which are best kept to your¬ 
self!). 

FEDERAL UNITY 

Furthermore, for a federation, or any group to 
function properly, it must have both unity of goals 
and tactics. 

UNITY OF GOALS: The most important 
aspect of forming a federation is to have a unity of 
goals. For a federation to exist, there needs to be 
purpose. Without this, the federation is no more 
than a club. If a federation is to exist to grow com, 
then it should do that and not take on repairing diesel 
engines! This is the same with a federation working 
towards building a revolutionary movement 

UNITY OF TACTICS: Another important 
aspect of federation organizing is to have a unity of 
tactics. A federation, in order to be effective at 
achieving it’s goals, should have unity on how to 
achieve that end. While this does not mean that 
everyone should think and act alike within the 
collective, a common tactical ground must be found 
for working within the groups goals. Without a 
unity of tactics the group will not be able to reach the 
goals intended.

revolution as the present capitalist/statist system 
e.g. Kronstadt, The Ukraine, Spain, Cuba, etc.). 
The revolution isn’t going to happen overnight 
nor are the working classes going to gain the 
knowledge and organizational skills necessary 
without getting organized before hand. This is 
not saying I don’t have faith in the vast majority 
of people, in fact we have shown a remarkable 
ability to learn ideas and ways of doing things 
when the time arises—which shouldn’t be sur¬ 
prising because, after all, we’re the ones who 
have built everything on this world! 

In Profane Existence #16 1 started a two- 
part article on organization; the first part was one 
small collective organization. I attempted to 
make the distinction between mass organization 
(or in other words, mass means of control) and 
building up new methods of organizations; col¬ 
lectives or cell groups. To distinguish between a 
mass group and a group based on small groups, or 
the difference between follow the leader and 
small numbers of people coming together to 
work in a situation where each ru‘r«nn hue ivmui 
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smaller groups. It is the smaller groups and 
individuals, coming together for a specific need, 
being the reason for the federation to exist A 
federation does not exist for it’s own sake, but for 
the sake of completing the task set out by the 
smaller parts and for this reason a federation 
needs to be totally democratic, from bottom up so 
that all of it’s membership has equal say. All 
positions of responsibility must be accountable 
to the federation at large and can be recalled when 
people in these position make actions (or inac¬ 
tions) that are contrary to the needs of the federa¬ 
tion. 


FEDERATION NOT 
GOVERNMENT 



The enemy of the federation, as with all 
forms of democratic organization, is bureaucra¬ 
tization. When positions of power are created 
without any accountability to the larger group 


mis is a bureaucracy and is a form of tyranny. 
When people are not accountable for their ac¬ 


tions they are free to exercise power over other 
people or beings. For this reason, all govern¬ 
ments are tyrannical in nature. The U.S. govern¬ 
ment may be a “democracy” but those elected 
officials are only elected figureheads of the larg¬ 
est bureaucracy in the world. The policeman on 
the street, the sadistic social worker and the 
government agent who makes your life miser¬ 
able are all cogs in a giant bureaucracy. Theoreti¬ 
cally, in our “democratic” system, our elected 
officials are ultimately responsible for the ac¬ 
tions of the bureaucracy but this is hardly the case 
in reality. Elected officials in our country enjoy 
just about the same security as dictators and 
monarchies in other countries. 

Most institutions in our hierarchical, patriar¬ 
chal society are organized in this top-to-bottom 
fashion, from corporations to so-called public insti¬ 
tutions like schools, etc. As well, we as individuals 
have been conditioned to think in these same terms 


even when organizing to Drotect our class interests 


democratic organization. Whereas, all members 
agree on a specific goal for the organization and 
have the chance for equal participation decision¬ 
making processes. Also, having a membership 
means there is a basis for expulsion when a member 
acts counter to the goals of the federation. Also 
having a set membership allows other members of 
the federation know who to count on for completing 
the tasks of the federation. I imagine that a federa¬ 
tion can exist without a set membership but my own 
experience has shown that such a loose organization 
is highly inefficient and short-lived. 

SECURITY 

When organizing for anything counter to the 
status quo, there are security issues to keep in mind. 
The state using many means to destroy revolution¬ 
ary movements; by planting spies, agent provoca¬ 
teurs or by simply “neutralizing” the leadership. 
We have to be able to cope this and there are no sure 
fire methods of maintaining an absolutely secure 
organization without becoming, exclusionary, elit¬ 
ist or totally underground In the Class War’s book 
Unfinished Business they have this to say about 
security of organizations; “...life will be difficult for 
[state] agents if we succeed in creating a movement 
that is very diverse and organized from the bottom 
up with no 4 leadership* that can be easily picked off. 
The very public nature of this movement will also be 
an obstacle to this kind of attack as spries prosper 
best in semi-secret organizations." 

As well, when dealing with vanguards, federa¬ 
tions are very difficult to co-opt In Danny Bums 
book The Poll Tax Rebellion he tells of how the 
Socialist Worker’s Party and other socialist and 
liberal organizations were thwarted in their attempts 
to co-op the anti-Poll Tax movement in the UK 
because of it’s diverse, anti-hierarchical and federal 
organization. While the Poll Tax movement in the 
UK never had a single organization carrying the 
banner, the key to it’s success was the federal nature 
in which local groups federated locally and worked 
in union for national-scale events. Later, as the Poll 
Tax was near defeat, organizational skills and con- 
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FEDERAL UNITY 

Furthermore, for a federation, or any group to 
function properly, it must have both unity of goals 
and tactics. 

UNITY OF GOALS: The most important 
aspect of forming a federation is to have a unity of 
goals. For a federation to exist, there needs to be 
purpose. Without this, the federation is no more 
than a club. If a federation is to exist to grow com, 
then it should do that and not take on repairing diesel 
engines! This is the same with a federation working 
towards building a revolutionary movement 

UNITY OF TACTICS: Another important 
aspect of federation organizing is to have a unity of 
tactics. A federation, in order to be effective at 
achieving it’s goals, should have unity on how to 
achieve that end. While this does not mean that 
everyone should think and act alike within the 
collective, a common tactical ground must be found 
for working within the groups goals. Without a 
unity of tactics the group will not be able to reach the 
goals intended. 

FEDERATIONS TODAY 

There are a number of functioning successful 
federations currently organized. I have already 
mentioned the Poll Tax in the U.K. and there are 
nation-wide anarchist federation in many countries, 
but there are examples closer to home in North 
America. For example; when the Quebec govern¬ 
ment attacked the Mohawks at Oka, it was a loose 
federation of Native tribes and sodeities that was 
able to organize solidarity actions that were suc¬ 
cessful at keeping the Quebec and Canadian gov¬ 
ernments from completely wiping the Mohawks 
out 

As well, within the anarchist movement, the 
Love and Rage Network has also made a great effort 
of creating a tuly-North America wide anarchist 
federation. Even while many anarchists are still 
denouncing Love & Rage’s organizational attempts, 
the Love and Rage Network has organized several 
nation-wide campaigns, solidarity actions and has 
facilitated anarchist contingents for several national 
demonstrations. I have heard it said that this 
summer’s Conference could make or break the 
organization, I certainly hope for the former! 

For those that don’t already know, there is also 
an Anarchist Youth Federation which has grown to 
have chapters all over the world. Unfortunately, the 
organization of the federation has not been able to 
keep up with expansion and is chronically in chaos. 
Yet there are those who see the need for this to 
change and are working towards that end. 

I think my two articles have fairly well 
summed up basic principals of practical anarchist 
organizing, as well as the need for such. Of course

I gave 
different examples of this as well as a look at how 
the collective structure of Profane Existence is 
made up. The other articles and interviews in 
Profane Existence #16 as well as the 1 in 12 Club 
interview in the last issue also give a clear view 
into the workings of collectives. However, this 
small-scale structure in itself is only a small step 
towards building a revolutionary movement. 
While small groups are the key to a successful, 
working relations—isolated and alone in our 
small groups we are weak. 

FEDERAL STRENGTHS 

In the latest issue of Heavy Stuff \ the Bristol 
Class War group answers the question “Why a 
federation with a membership and a constitu¬ 
tion? Why not just have an informal collective 
who produces Class War propaganda? The short

(such as unions), as well with organizing around 
specific issues (most leftist, single-issue groups are 
like this). We are conditioned to create, maintain 
and obey positions of authority. If we are fighting 
a system based on hierarchy and maintained by a 
system of endless and expanding bureaucracy, then 
we cannot logically organize ourselves in the exact 
same system. 

With federations, as I have said before, they 
exist to serve a purpose. With bureaucracy, no 
matter what “good” they supposedly exist to do, 
they always have the interest of self-preservation 
first History has shown that even revolutionary 
bureaucracies in turn only create a new status quo, 
a new tyranny. This historical fact is what makes 
Marx’s idea of a “dictatorship of the proletariat” and 
“eventual withering away of the state” seem like 
such ridiculous ideas. If the goal of a federation is 
to bring about a new way of life, the federation has 
to be reflective of that goal. When a federation turns

Many people be¬ 
lieve that the strength of the Poll Tax resistance 
movement was based on it’s federal nature which 
was also accounted for it’s resiliency to co-option 
and government attacks. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS 

Like any group organization, a federation struc¬ 
ture has it’s share of potential problems. While I’m 
dealing specifically with federations in this article, 
a lot of these problems can cause potential disasters 
in groups of all sizes. 

INEFFICIENCY: A federation is a large- 
scale means of organization and the larger amount 
of people means more coordination and communi¬ 
cation within the group. A common ground should 
be found between smooth functioning of the federa¬ 
tion and democracy keeping both of these in a 
careful balance. When a group becomes so bogged 
down with internal structures, debates, bureaucra¬ 
cies, etc. then it is rendered ineffectual. Likewise,
